They Both Corroborate the Evidence of 
the Carlisons. 

Officer Edward F. Hedrich of the East Chicago 
Avenue Police Station was called, and testifted 
in answer to questions by Mr. Longenecker that 
he had taken a window-shutter or blind from:the 
Carison cottage about June 2. He took it from 
the front window, from the north side of the 
north window. He delivered it to Lieut. John- 


son at the Larrabee Street Station’ by order of. 


Capt. Schuettler. There were paint marks on 
some of the stats of the shutter. The witness 
was shown a portion of a window-shutter which 
had the same kind of marks upon it, which he 


said was identical with the. shutter he had taken, 


from the cottage. 

On the cross-examination by Mr. Wing noth- 
ing new was developed. 

WHAT MRS. LINDGREN SAW AND HEARD. 

Mrs. Matilda Lindgren, the married danghter 
of Mr. and Mrs, Carlson. then took the wituess 
stand. Sne said she frequently visited them, 
and oace went there on perpows to see about 
some property of a Mrs. King that had been 
left in the cottage. 

Mr. Longenecker—You went there for a pur- 
pose, after receiving a certain letter, without 
telling whatitis? A.—Yes, sir, I was there after 
they had paid the first month’s rent, and there 
were some things in there belonging to a lady 
that had lived there before, and she was up in 
the country and wrote me aboutit. That was a 
little before they were to pay thé second month’s 
rent. Isaw my fatherand mother at that time. 

ry What was done by Mr, Carlson after your 
talk? 


Mr. Wing—I object to that. 

Mr. Longenecker—I want to show by this wit- 
ness that Mrs. King requested her to have the 
folks get out her lounge. She had heard the cot- 
tage was rented and her lounge and her trunk 
and her table werein there. She Went over and 
saw them aboutit. It was just before the sec- 
ond month’s rent was due, andshe went over 
there and said they wanted to get in, and they 
said the people had not comein, and they said 
they would go with her and see O'Sullivan and 
see why the people did not come in.

Mr. Wing—I submit it is incompetent and I ex- 
cept to the statement of the State’s Attorney.

The Court—I am inclined to think that the only 
part of it which will be admissible at ali is ‘where 
she saw him talking with O'Sullivan. 

Mr. Longenecker—That is the main thing I am 
after.

Mr. Forrest—There is an objection to that.

CAPT. WING RECALLED FOR THY STATE. 

Capt. E. H. Wing was recalled by the State to 
testify to his having cut out two chips from the 
floor of the Carison cottage with stains on them, 
and which he subseauently turned over to Capt. 
Schuettier. Mr. Wing got out that the Cuptain 
used to be a Pinkerton detective for seven or 
eigat years. 

HE WAS FIRST IN THE COTTAGE. 

John August Lindgren, son-in-law'of Mr. and 
Mrs. Carlson, was the next witness. He is acar- 
penter, and said he did the carpenter work on 
the Carlson cottage when it was first built. 

Q@.—You muy state now if you were there Sun- 
day, May 19 A.—Yes, sir: Iwas there in the 
morning. Land my brother-in-law went in to- 
gether, 

Q@.—Charley Carlson? A.—Yes, sir. 

@.—How did you getin? A.—I got hold of the 
knob on the front door and found it was locked; 
we had no keys, and I said: ‘*We can't get in 
any other way, except there are some windows 
open that are not locked,’ ana the first window 
we tried was the front one, next to the steps, 
and we moved thatup. My brother-in-law went 
in first, and I followed him through the window. 

Q.—When you gotin what did you see? A.— 
When we got in We saw there was some paint on 
the floor, and we looked the house over to see if 
there was anything in it, and we didn't find any- 
thing except that tbe floor was painted and the 
furniture was standing there. 

Q.—Was there a stove there? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Or dishes? A.—WNo, sir. rece 

The witness then related how be and Charles 
Carison got out of the cottage by the rear door, 


| which was locked with the key on the inside, and 


the place was locked up again. He also identi- 
fiéa the shutter with the paint marks on it, hav- 
ing been the person who took it down for the po- 
lice. The State's Attorney then offered thé shut- 
ter in evidence. 

The ¢ross-examination related almost entirely 
to the shutter and the muissmg slat. Mr, Wing 
asked the witness if he knew where that slat 
from the shutter was, and was surprised when 
Mr. Lindgren said he did, ana produced it from 
his pecket. He said his son found it in the ditch 
near the cottage, Mr. Wing seenied greatly cha- 
grined that the State’s Attorney had not ques- 
tioned the witness about the slat, but had left it 
to the defense to bring out, and he made some 
sarcastic remarks about Mr. /Lonmgenecker’'s 
smartness, which that gentleman enjoyed bugely. 
The slat war putin evidence and the Witness was 
allowed to go, satisfied with furnishing the only 
bit of comedy for the day.

I cannot explain to others the grounds 
of my strong belief. yet this belief amounts to a 
species of knowledge. If called as a witness I 
may express my opinion that the man‘before me 
is the same man whom I knew in another place. 
My opinion is entitled to some weight, because it 
is the statement of a fact about which, to be 
sure, Iam not speaking with absolute certainty, 
but yet with so much certainty as to satisfy the 
minds of others that the thing stated is a fact.”” 
Now the question propounded as to this withess 
is as to his opinion of the peony of Daniel Cough- 
lm, not as to his positive knowledge. 

rhe Court—The question has been put, and I 
have permitted the question to be put. I think 
the answer, however, is somewhat eVasive. The 
man might say “I .annot swear positively that 
is the man” and yet have an opinion.

COULDN'T BREAK DOWN NIEMAN. 


Mr. Forrest Cross-Examines the Saloon- 
keeper and Strengthens the Testimony. 
Mr. Forrest condikcted the cross-examination. 
Q.—How long have you been a saloonkeeper? 

A.—I have been a saloonkeeper about five 

months in all. 

Q.—O'Sullivan you say paid for all those drinks 
anda all the wine? A.—Yes.,. sir. 

Q.— Were the men well dressed?

The Ex-Detective Talks with O’Sullivan— 
Other Policemen Testify. 

After William Neiman had been recalled, and 
stated that after O'Sullivan, Coughlin, and 
Kunze had left his saloon the night of May 4 no 
one else had entered the place, and that no one 
came in while they were there, Officer Paul 
Hoefig was called and examined by Mr. Wing. 

The witness said he had been a policeman for 
about six years, and was’ connected with the 
Bast Chicago Avenue Station. He knew Dan 
Coughlin well. Witness went on duty as desk 
sergeant and was at the station from 6 p. m. until 
7 o'clock the following morning. It was he who 
answered all telephone calis. 

During April he received:a call for Dan Cough- 
lin from O’ Sullivan... ‘Tnedst or 2d of May he re- 
ceived another call from the ‘iceman for Cough- 
lin. 

When the latter message was received witness 
told Coughlin that O'Sullivan wanted to see him 
at his house. Coughlin replied, “All right; it is 
Mr. O'Sullivan, the iceman.” 

Mr. Wing cross-exanmined the witness. Mr. 
Hoefig said he was well acquainted with Cough- 
lin. He could not give the exact daté of the first 
message received for Coughlin, testimony 
concerning the calls was purely from memory. 
Beyond these statements. nothing new was 
elicited from the witness on cross-examination. 

OFFICER MONTGOMERY. 

Officer Robert C. Montgomery, the day desk 
sergeant at the East Chicago Avenue Police 
Station, was called and examined on behalf of 
the State by Mr. Ingham. The witness. knew 
‘Dan Coughlin well, and in March last heard him 
at the telephone, The prisoner called up * Sul- 
livan’’ on several occasions, probably twenty. 
He would invariably ask: “Is * Sullivan’ there,” 
and then add: “I will be down to the office.” 

As Montgomery testified that Coughlin called 
up “Sullivan” instead of *O'’Sullivan,”’ the 
court, on motion of Mr. Forrest, excluded the 
testimony.

OFFICER CALVELEGE, 

Officer Andrew Calvelege was called, and in re- 
ply to the State’s Attorney's questions said that 
about May 28 he went to the Carlson cottage for 
the first time.

The Motion to Release the Lawyer Will 
Be Argued This Morning: 

In Judge Baker’s court yesterday morning 
Attorney H. T. Gilbert of the firm of Duncan 
& Gilbert appeared to ask the release of 
Alexander Sulitvan from the bail bond given 
by him June 14, with Michael W. Kerwin, 
James W. Tuohy, Daniel Corkery, and Fer- 
nando Jones as sureties. Sullivan was 
held by the Coroner’s jury toawait the grand 
jury’s investigation into his alleged com plic- 
ity in the murder of Dr. Cronin. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Elliott represented the peo- 


ple. 
“If the court please,” said Mr. Gilbert, “I 


make a motion for the discharge of my cli- 
ent, Alexander Sullivan, from the bail bond 
iven by nim in Judge Tuley’s court last 
5 une. We ask for his discharge for the rea- 
son that the grand jury, after long investiga 
tion, has failed to return any indictment 
inst Mr. Sullivan. Upon recommendation 
of the Coroner’s jury he is held to await the 
action of the grand jury. Severai grand 
juries have met since that time, but no re- 
turn of indictment has been made against 
our client, and therefore we ask for his dis- 
charge. Notice was served by us on the 
State’s Attorney yesterday afternoon that 
we would make this application this morn- 
ing. 

“That bond was taken last summer, 
time?” inquired the court. 

‘* Yes, sir,” said Mr, Guibert, 
terms ago.”’ | 

* The State, of course, resists that mo- 
tion,’”’ said Mr. Elliott. “The matter is pend- 
ing before the grand jury now, and is svill 
undisposed of.’’ 

“But, Mr. Elliott,” said the court, “how 
long can the grand jury keep a thing of this 
kind undisposed of? Recognisnnee is for a 
man to appear from day to day, from term to 
term; but there must be some time when he 
should be released from this obligation. 
There must be some limit.” 

“Butitis a pending matter,” said Mr. 
Elliott. “It is a matter of great importance, 
and itis still undisposed of in this court. 
The grand jury has not yet acted upon it.’’

IT WAS CRONIN’S BLOOD, 


What a Microscopical Expert Will Testify 
Regarding Those Tell-Tale Blood Stains. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 8.—(Special. j— 

H. L. Tolman of Chicago, who has been en- 

gaged in the Collom forgery case for over 

two weeks, left for his home this evening, 
where he will testify for the State in the 

Cronin case as an expert on blood corpuscles. 

He has spent many hours night and 

day while here in the most search 

ing microscopical examination of both 
blood corpuscles and specimens of 
hair forwarded him by Mr. Longe 
necker from Chicago. The result of his 
efforts, he says, is to establish a complete 
chain of identity between the biood in the 
Carlson cottage and the blood in the fatal 
trunk. It is the same way with the speci- 
mens of hair. Not only is Mr. Tolman pre- 
pared to offer such evidence, but he also says 
his microscope entirely removes the tneory 
that the blood was that of a dog or any other 
animal, but came instead out of the body 
of a human being. While it was an 


easy matter for hinf to arrive at the 
conclusion that specimens of tbe hair 
found in the trunk and cottage aid 


nov resemble dcg’s hair, it was an exceeding- 
ly difficult operation to tell whether the 
blood was a dog’s or a man’s. Dr.'Piper, the 
Washington expert whois now in the city, 
entertains the opinion that the comparison 
cannot be made. Mr. Tolman, nevertheless, 
demonstrates to his own satisfaction, and he 
believes he can aiso demonstfate to the sat- 
isfacton of tne jury, that there 1s an appre- 
ciable difference. 


I donot care to tei in advance, that most 
conclusively proves the blood of a man, and 
not an animal, was found in the Carison cot- 
tage. There are several circumstances 
never brought out before on which I base my 
judgment. Thesein my opinion will have 
an important bearing upon the trial in a gen- 
eral way also. The defense will undoubtedly 
do its best to batter down the theory. but it 
will be quite impossible for them to do so.”’ 

Mr. Tolman’s microscope was used with 
deadiy effect in the Coliom forgery trial here, 
and through its means a strong chain of ex- 
pert testimony was woven by the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Toilman’s manner is that of a 
thorough student of his instrument, and an 
entirely conscientious man in his professional 
dealings.

He Noticed That the Shoes Were Missing 
from the Lot. 

Fuperintendent Parker’s story was a brief 
one. “I was at the Water-Works,” he said, 
‘“when a man working on the flushing wagon 
rushed in. He said Dr. Cronin’s clothes had 
been found, and he wanted to telephone the 
police. I went back with him after he had 
telephoned. He said that they were flushing 
the sewers and found one was blocked. On 
investigating he found a valise in the man- 
hole that broke when he tried to get it out, 
showing that there was a lot-of clothes in it, 
When I1 got to the manhole I found every- 
thing laid out beside it.” 

‘*What kind of a valise was it?’’ 

“It was a large black one, apparently, al- 
though badly damaged by its long stay in the 
sewer. It had a full outfit for a man in it.” 

‘* What?” 

‘Well, there was a hat, overcoat, coat, 
vest, and trousers.”’ 

“Were there any underciothes that you 
notaced ?”” 

“ Yes, there was a shirt badly eaten away 
by biood im the back of the neck, 
a collar in the same state, and an 
undershirt. The cuff buttons were 
also there, I looked at them to see if there 
were any initials on them, but could find 
none. Even his cuffs and the clasp to hold 
his necktie down were there. The things 
missing that I most noticed were his shoes. 
I could see nothing of those. I don’t know 
whether there were any socks there or not. 
Idon’t remember them. Ail that [ can say 
is that the first thought that occurred to me 
was: *‘ There’s the full outfit with the excep- 
tuon of the shoes.’ ”’ 

** What was in the other satchel?” 

** His instruments and a notebook. It might 
have been a callbook, I can’tsay.

WHAT HAS BECOME OF THE WATCH? 


The State’s Attorzey Puzzied Over the Dis- 
appearance of the Jewelry: 

Michael E. Gilbert, the foreman of ‘the 
flushing gang, said he had been detailed by 
Supt. Cheney to flush the Evanston avenue 
sewer on account of complaints which had 
been made concerning its condition. Arriy- 
ing at the place in the afternoon ne found 

the marhole a blockror two north of Buena 
street nearly filled with water. “I saw that 
something was wrong,”’ said Gilbert, “ and 
went “to the manhole further. south 
to examine. When I lifted the covering the 
handles of the satchel or valise stuck above 
the water. I put down the hook to pull the 
affair up. The frame of the satchel alone 
came, but the clothes were partly hfted. I 
sent Reese down then. He lifted out the 
clothes. He stood on the cherry box while 
doing so and the cover gave way. The 
whole of the contents were then 
lifted out and I notified the police. 
That, in brief, 1s my story. Reese remarked 
when he saw the box: ‘Is this another 
Cronin business?” When 1 saw the surgical 
instruments [I came to the conclusion that 
they belonged to Cronin. IL saw no part of 
the clothing carried off by the rush of water, 
though that might have been the case.”’ 

Capt. Villiers was at the Statée’s Attorney’s 
office last night. He explained as foilows 
why this manhole was not searched in June: 

The wagon which carried the trunk had 
not been seen south of Sulzer street. This 
manhole is south of that thoroughfare. The 
body was deposited a mile north of Sulzer 
street, the trunk somewhat south of it. The 
idea seemed to be that the instrument case 
and the clothes must have been deposited 
some place between where the body was 
found and where the trunk was found. 

At one time some of the prosecuting attor- 
neys were disposed to think that the satchel 
and vox have been put in the sewer 
long after May 4. After they heard the expla- 
nation of Capt. Villiers and Gilbert they 
came to the conclusion that the clothes had 
been in the sewer since the night Cronin was 
murdered. 

‘* But where are the underclothes, Cronin’s 
watch, his scarfpin, the private papers which 
he carried about with him?’ they ask. “His 
pockets were absolutely empty. Were these 
thingsin the box that Kiahre soldered for 
Burke?’ 

Mr. Belfield and Prof. Haines, who ate to 
testify as expert analysts in the case, hada 
long consultation with the prosecuting at- 
torneys last evening, and will be placed on 
the stand today. They will testify that the 
hair found in the trunk is similar to that 
taken from Dr. Cronin’s body, and also 
similar to that found in the cottage. Mr.

I was engaged in this busi- 
ness at the time of the Sneli murder, but 
Knew nothing of the crime for several months 
afterwards. The first time I met Tascott was 
in this suore. He wanted to purchase some 
hair dye, an article we dia not keep at that 
time. Ihad no idea who he was. ‘Down 
there it don’t pay to make too many fuquir- 
ies. Some months. after. Tascott’s appear- 
ance I opened a saloon at St. Paul, which is 
at phe end of a little branch railroad thirty- 
five muies long that runs into the mountains. 

““T soon became acquainted with a number 
of notorious characters who live in the vicia- 
ity of Big Mulberry mountain. They would. 
come to my saloou to gambie because I kept 
better whisky than they could get from the 
illicit distilleries, known there as * white 
mule”? whisky. Here I learned the identity 
of Doc Middleton, the Missouri and Arkan- 
sas desperado, and afterward fur- 
nishea the officers information which 
led to the killing. Pink Fenshaw, 
@ wWeli-known desperado, who has killed tive 
or six men in Missouri and Kansas, was fre- 
quently at my saloon playing poker and 
drinking; alsoa,man from Wichita, who went 
by the nameof Hart, who murdered a man 
in that city, and for whose arrest there 1s 
$1,200 reward. ‘Tascott came to my place oc- 
casionally and always accompaniea by Bush, 
the notorious train robber. I knew who 
Bush was, and something overa year ago 
learned that bis partner was Tascott. 

**T last saw Tascott less than a year ago. 
He and Bush and half adozen other novtori- 
ous criminals live nearly seventy-five miles 
south of St. Paul in the vicinity of Big Mul- 
berry Mountain. Severai detectives visited 
my saloon in search of information, and two 
had tracked Tascott from Chicago to the 
vicinity of the big ** white mule”’ distillery, 
and then either lost his trail or were 
afraid to go into the mountains in search 
of him. This is what I found out about Tas- 
cott. He left Chicago immediately after tne 
murder, and came direct to St. Louis. From 
there he took the ’Frisco road to Moznett, in 
Lawrence County, this State, ana from 
Monett he walked to Arkansas. My under- 
standing concerning his mode of living was 
that he followed Bush and his gang in their 
various robbing expeditions, and after each 
exploit they would retreat into the mountains 
and come to my saloon and drink and gamble 
until their money was all gone.’’ 

Asked if he could find the retreat of Tas- 
cott he said: “Yes, but I would not under- 
take to bring him out of the mountains for 
the entire State of Lilinois. By watching he 
could be shot, but it is dangerous for a stran- 
ger to go down there. I could juve shot him 
or even arrested him a number of times, but 
it was no part of my business to look after 
murderers or furnish information concern- 
ing them.’’ |

No Sectarianism in Religién; But AN for 
God, for Home, and Native Land.”’ 

The forenoon session was occupied by a 
vrayer-meeting and Bible reading, conducted 
by Miss Willard and Mise E. J. Scovel of 
Nashville, Tenn. 

At the afternoon session the entire hal! 
and greater part of the galleries were crowd- 
ed. Miss Frances E. Willard called the con- 
vention to order and Mrs. 8S. M. L. Henry of 
Illinois led in prayer. .The next hour was 
spent in calling the rollof officers, Vice- 
Presidents, Superintendents, and ex-officio 
members. Mrs. C. B. Buell of Connecticut, 
Miss M. §. Hilles of Delaware, and Miss 
Mollie Hay of Indiana were appointed a com- 
mittee on credentials. 

Gen. Neal Dow of Connecticut was intro- 
duced while the band played ‘Hail to the 
Chief” and the delegates stood and waved 
their handkerchiefs. Gen. Dow congratu- 
lated the temperance women on the big 
gathering. He said they had nice speeches, 
songs, and preyers at temperance meetings, 
and then turned round and voted the rum 
ticket. The only possible way to suppress 
the grogshops was to vote them out of ex- 
istence, and that could only be done through 
une means of a prohibition party. 

Mrs. Buell comparea the present condition 
. with its condition when 
organizei in 1874. There are now 7,405 unions 
in the United States and 142.162 members. 
There are 3,143 0f the Loyal Legions, with 
150,143 members. Altogether there areabout 
half amiilion persons connected with tbe 
W.C. T. U. at present. In 1874 there were 
about.

| A YEAR OF TERRIBLE DEFEATS. 

*This has been a year nade memorable by 
defeats,” said Mrs. Buell. “First, New 
Hampshire by a majority of 5,190 refuséd 
to titer and make more  vperma- 
neut her ‘statutory prohibitory' law, 
and she must wait another seven years un- 
less the national Government shali come to 
the rescue. Massachusetts then followed, 
and by a majority of 46,626 she stepped down 
from the lofty pinnacie of reform which she 
occupied of yore and gave herself over to 
passive obedience to the liquor oligarchy.

But to sus- 
tain this advanced position three things are 
needed.

With 
these she will be respected, and free at last 
in reality asin name. All of her people, from 
the islands of Boston to Berkshire, and Hg 
the sands of Barnstable to the northern lige, 
will unite in one cry— 
“No slavery in our borders, no pirate on our 
strand; 
No aemere on the Bay State, no slave upon her 
and,” 

The report of Miss Esther Pugh, the Trea- 
surer, Was presented. It showed: Total re- 
ceipts from ali sources, $23,889.97; total ex- 
penditures, $20,667.57.

THE EVENING SESSION, 

At the evening session, in spite of the bad 
weather, there was a larger attendance than 
even during the day. The proceedings 
opened with a religious service conducted by 
Mrs. L. D. Carhart of lowa. Addresses of 
welcome were made by Mrs. M. B. Carse, 
Mrs. L. 8S. Rounds, ana the Rev. Herrick 
Johnson of Chicago. Mrs, Carse said Cnhi- 
cago had more than four thousand saloons 
open Sundays and spent $70,000,000 
a year on drink. Sne boped ‘the 
delegates would come again to witness 
the laying of tne corner-stone of the Wom- 
an’s Temperance Temple. Mrs. Rounds said 
the entire faults of Lliinois could be concen- 
trated in one sentence—the High-License 
Liquor law. An allusion to the Worid’s Fair 
was received with tumultous applause. 
When Mre. Rounds referred to Miss Willard 
as “the peeriess woman of the age”’ the en- 
tire audience stood up ana wayed their hand- 
kerchiefs. 

Dr. Herrick Johnson said Chicago was the 
center of the W. C. T. U. and the chief 
source of supplies. Chicago’s politicians did 
not want the deiegates, but the best people 
of the city welcomed them with open arms. 
He prophesied that as certain as Chicago 
would build her great waterway, 80 she 
would purge herself of the vice of drunken- 
ness. e believed the time would come 
when the city would fling away its million 
ana a half of revenue from tue 4,000 saloons 
and refuse to touch the accursed thing. He 
deprecated and could not indorse the action 
of the. union in tagging on female 
suffrage to, the probioition movement. 
This declaration was not applauded 
by any means.| Turning to Miss Wil- 
lard the speaker solemnly warned her 
not to leave the safety of her own church to 
pass into one where ordination is conferred 
irrespective of sex. 

Miss Willard explained that she was not 
particularly wedded to the project for an 
order of deaconesses, and much preferred to 
be an evangelist. 

Mrs. Fessenden of Massachusetts, Mrs. H. 
M. Barker of South Dakota, and Miss E. I. 
Griffen of Alabama responded on benalf of 
the visiting delegates. The first speaker 
pronounced strongly for femaie suffrage. 
Mrs. Barker said $he was vcroud that tne Da- 
kotas had incorporated prohibition in their 
Constitutions. Sbe beheved that a great

WORKINGMEN AND SUNDAY CLOSING. 

Let any who are alarmed lest the temper- 
ance cause is waning, read the Chicago pa- 

srs of today, note the uprising tide against 
Sunday saloons and gumbDiing dens in this 
and nearly all our cities, if he needs proof 
tbat Goud 1s not yet dead, neither is the devil 
crowned. 

To the everlasting credit of the wagework- 
ers let it be said they do not obstruct the en- 
forcement of the Sunday prohibition jaw, 
though that day they are out,in force seek- 
ing pleasure and are the chief patrons of 
the average saloon. The satoonkeepers 
and ward sneakthieves of the  bal- 
lot-box, those bosses of polities 
whose booty is boodle and whose worst vil- 
lainy is beer-bribed votes, form the pitiful 
minority that alone bas hindered throughout 
ail the fifteen years since our good women 
failed in their crusade the enforcement of 
Sunday prohibition. But alas, my sisters, 
you have come to the city that gave to evan- 
gelization a Dwight L. Moody, to sacred song 
a Puilip Bliss, to temperance work a Matilda 
B. Carse, and to the world a Woman’s Tem- 
perance Publication House, only to Sind that 
this riffraff handful of saloonkeepers and 
pothouse politicians still holds our business- 
men and, to a great extent, our churches by 
tne throat, while red flag riots, dynamite 
plots, and Cronin murders are begotten by 
aicoholized brains and hatched in the high- 
license grogshops of Chicago. 

If the Republican party, dominant at the 
North, or the Democratic party, dominant at 
the South, will municipally, or by States, or 
Nationally, deciare for Sunday closing of the 
saloous the W. C. T. U. will give its utmost 
Sympathy and aid in the endeavor: if they 

ill declare, either’ or both of them, for 

ght closing we will heip them all we can; 
if they wiil adopt any other method that sets 
the enginery of law against the saloon, 
rather than put ap insurance policy on its 
continuance, we will go With them the full 
length of such measur@s; we have miilions 
of good will for homedefense, but not one 
cent for the tribute money that insures saloon 
protection. 

But it is said the Republican party has giv- 
en us a temperance plank. Here itis: ** The 
first concern of all good government is the 
virtue and sobriety of the people and the 
purity of the home. The Republican party 
cordially sympathizeg With all wise and well- 
directed efforts for the promotion of temper- 
ance and morality.” 

The W. C. T. U. cannot be caught with 
such chaff. 

‘But why do you say so much more about 
the Republioan party than the Democratic 
party?’ says some one. ‘The threadbare ques- 
tion can best be answered by the New York 

‘oice: ** Because the Democratic party pleads 
guilty, and no proof is, needed; but the Re- 
publican party denies its guilt, and thus com- 
pels us to furnish proof.) 


THE LABOR QUESTI AND TEMPERANCE. 

As a method of raising a rev@nue from 
vice high license is a success, and it is equal- 
ly so as a life-insurance policy on the saloon. 
it arrays the expert and the non-expert tem- 
perance forces against each other and makes 
aman’sown household his worst foes. It 
has set bac¥y the temperance cause ten years, 
if not a generation; it bas blinded men’s 
consciences to moral distinctuons, deadeveda 
the churches, muzzled ‘the clergy, chioro- 
formed the religious editor, and rejoiced the 
Devil and his hosts, * 

The colossal labor question looms up more 
and more: its correlations with the temper- 
ance question ure being candidly considered, 
and as the two armies approach nearer to 
@ach other they discover that uniform and 
weapons are curiously alike. Ne voice has 
rung out clearer for the prohibition of the 
Sunday saloon than that of Terence V. Pow- 
derly, that ieader of the wageworkers, whose 
fame is burnished by every blow that falls 
on him from toes within and ‘oes 
without the labor camp. It is beimg 
proved that intemperance is most 
prevalent where the hoursof toil are long, 
because overwork drives:men to drinking, 
hence the eight-hour law finds steaaiiy more 
favor with our temperance people. The fate 
of tactory giris is being thought about, and 
“the slavish overwork that drives them into 
the saloon at night,’ when “theycome out 
so tired, thirsty, and exnausted from work- 
ing steadily so long and breathing the 
noxious efiluvia from the grease dnd other 
ingrediehts used in the mills.”” This is es- 
pecially true of Eastern factories, aid tem- 
perance people might wisely ciasp hands 
with the labor reformers who in Chicago and 
elsewhere are securing the appointment of 
women inspectors, wuose held should extend 
to all places where women are employed. 

The speaker touched On a multiplicity of 
subjects in which the W. C. T. U. is deeply 
interested, including the marriage relation ; 
social evil; protection to minors of both 
sexes, especialiy girls; purity in literature 
and art; physical culturé;. and dress reform. 
Of the latter she said: 

‘*Much aslam devoted to the ballot for 
woman, I would today rather head a crusade 
against bandaged waists, street-sweeping 
skirts, and camel’s bump oustles than—do I 
live to say it?— yea, verily, than to vote at 
Chicago’s next election for a Sunday-closing 
Mayor!” 

Reference was mace toa World’s Temper- 
ance Congress to be held in this city during 
the Worla’s Exposition in 1892, and to tne 
formation of a World’s Christian Temper- 
unce Union, which i8&1o spread tarough every 
land. Less pionger work than usual was 
done last year and it was necessary to reor- 
ganize the depar.ment of organizers if it is to 
accomplish all that is destred. Evangelistic 
and Sunday-school work had been carried on 
with vigor, and the temperance work among 
the young was making progress. 
The great movement In defense 
of. Sabbath observance was being national- 
ized and a petition against Sunday mails was 
recommended. Peace and arbitration were 
approved, and the fact that the Pan-Amer- 
ican delegates were given Wine at banquets 
was duly depiored. The Louisiana lotwery 
was denounced, and Miss Willard recom- 
mended that a protest should be sent to Vice- 
Presjdent Morton for permitting a saloon in 
hisfhew hotel. ‘So far as | know,” she said, 
‘the annais of our history have never been 
so openly disgraced or in @ quarter so high, 
as by this astounding action.” 

Miss Wiltard said she had withdrawn from 
several committees and May next her chaiur- 
mapshipof the World’s W.C. T. U. would 
expire. In conclusion she recommended pe- 
titions against impure literature, asking an 
amendment to the Inter-State Commerce 
law prohibiting tue bringing of liquor into 
prohibition States, in favor of the Blair Ed- 
ucation bill and the Blair amendment, for- 
bidding the manufacture of cigarettes and 
prohibiting smoking in wWaiting-rooms and 
post-offices, and for various other purposes 
some thirtv in number.

Co_umsvs, O., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—The en- 
tire Repubdlican State ticket with the ex- 
ception of Gov. Foraker has been elected, 
fuller returns today placing that fact beyond 
the possibility of adoubt. The closest shave 
wason Lampson for Lieutenant Governor, 
but he pulls through by a plurality that will 
not be: much above 1,000. There was a 
report today that Senator Geyser 
had pulied through in the  Tuvledo 
District, but tonight Mr, Geyser telegraphs 
that he was defeated by’ a small majority. 
If Geyser bad been successful the Senate 
would have been a tie, and with the casting 
vote of Lieut.-Gov. Lampson the Democrats 
would be unabie to pass any redistricting or 
other political schemes, 

To Judge Thurman. is credited the state- 
ment that the registration law will not be re- 
peaied, but perhaps remodeled and strength- 
ened, and that the Australian system of bal- 
loting wiil undoubtedly be adopted. An- 
other point credited to Mr. Thurman 
is the statement that Commissioner of Rail- 
roads and Teiegraphs Cappelier will be legis- 
lated out of office soon after tne session 
opens. It is not, however, considered prob- 
abie that a generai reorganization of the de- 
partments and public institutions will be 
made. The Hamilton Board of Public Af- 
fairs and the non-partisan Police Board of 
Dayton, created by tne last Republican Leg- 
isluture, will, it is understood, be exter- 
minated. 

There may be some trouble experienced by 
the party managers if an attempt to crowd 
through radical measures is made. The Dem- 
ocratic majority is not cpp peta wigs 
either branch of the General Assembly. e 
House has 114 members, making fifty-eight 
members necessary to the passage of 
w bill. The Demuvcrats have sixty, 
or two more than a quorum, and the Repu 
licans have fifty-four. In tne Upper House 
there are thirty-six Senators and the Demo- 
crats havé nineteen—just enough to ‘pass any 
proposiwuon not requiring more than a major- 
ity vote. With one Democrat absent the 
Senate will be a tie. from this it will be 
seen that the Democrats must be a unit on 
all political legisiation.

MONTANA IS NOW A STATE, 


Text of President Harrison’s Proclamation 
' Admitting Ner, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 8—President 
Harrison signed and issued the following 
proclamation at 10:40 o’clock this morning: 

WHEREAS, The Congress of the United States 
did by an act approved Feb. 22, 1889, provide 
that the inhabitants of the Territory of Montana 
might upon the conditions prescribed in said act 
become the State of Montana; and 

WHEREAS, It was provided by said act tha 
delegates elected as therein provided to the con- 
stitutional convention in the Territory of Mon- 
tana should meet at the seat of government of 
said Territory; and after they had met and or- 
ganized they sbould declare on behalf of the 
people of Montane that they adopt the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, whereupon the said 
convention should be authorized to form a State 
Seerennee for the proposed State of Montana; 
an 

WHEREAS, It was provided by said rect that 
the Constitution so adopted should be republican 
in form and make no distinction in civil or politi- 
cai rights on account of race or color, except as 
to Indians not taxed, and not to be repugnant te 
the Constitation of the United States and the 
principles of the Declaration of Independence, 
and that the convention should, by an ordinance 
irrevocable without the consent of the United 
States und the ple of said State, make cer- 
tain provisions prescribed in said act; and 

WHEREAS, It was - provided by said act that 
the Constitution thus formed for the people of 
Montana should, Dy an ordinance of the conven- 
tion forming the same, be submitted to the peo- 

le of Montana at an election to be beld tne first 

uesday in October, 1889, for ratification or re- 
ection by the qualified voters of said proposed 

taté, and that the, returns of said election 
should be made to the Secretary of the Terri- 
tory, who, with the Governor and Chief 
Justice thereof, or any two of them, should can- 
vas the same, and if a majority of the legal votes 
cast should be for the constitution the Governor 
should certify the result to the Presiaent of the 
United States together with a statement of the 
votes cast thereon, and upon separate articles or 
propositions, and a copy of said constitution, 
articles, propositions, and ordinances; and 

WHEREAS, It has been certified to me by the 
Governor of said Territory that within the time 
prescribed by said act of Congress a constitution 
for the proposed State of Montana has been 
adopted, and that the same together with two 
ordinances connected therewith. has been rati- 
fied by a majority of the qualified voters of said 
proposed State, in accordance with the condi- 
tions prescribed in said act; ana 

WHEREAS, A duly authenticated copy of said 
constitution and. ordinances as required by said 
act has been received by me; 

Now. therefore, I. Benjamin Harrison, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the act of Con- 
gress aforesaid, declare and proclaim the fact 
that the conditions imposed by Congress on the 
State of Montana to entitle that State to admis 
sion to the Union have been ratified and accept- 
ed, and that the admission of the said State into 
the Union is now complete. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to 
pe affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this 8th day of 
November, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-nine and of the inde- 
pendence of the United States of America the 
one hundred and fourteenth.

DEMOCRATS STILL HANG ON, 


Indiana Officeholiders Refuse to Move Oat 
at Giov. Hovey'«a Request. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.,; Nov. 8.—[Special.}— 
The decision of the Indiana Supreme Court, 
hoiding that the Legislature had no right to 
elect men to fill official positions, has caused 
further complications in the already badly 
entangled contest for possession of the offices 
heretofore filled by appointment. The court 
holds that the men who were elected by the 
Legislature have no right to the offices, and 
that the Governor can only make appoint- 
ments to fill vacancies. The incumbents re- 
fuse to vacate, and claim that, accepting the 
court’s decision, they still have the right to 
the offices under @ previous statute, as they 
were appvinted by Gov. Gray and were com- 
n:issioned to fill the offices until their suc- 
cessers were elected and qualified. They 
maintain that under the decision their suc- 
cessors can obiy ve elected by the people. 
Upon these questions the cases must again 
be carried-throvgh the courts, and in the 
meantime the Democrats remain in pos- 
session of the offices. 


Wachington Senators Will Have to Hurry. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Nov. 8.—[{Special. |— 
The Senators from the State of Washington 
will have to hurry in order to arrive bere by 
tne opening of Congress. Saturday last the 
State Department received the election re- 
turns from that far away geographical divis- 
ion and discovered that tney had not been 
zertified by tne Governor.

HOW THEY FOOLED FORAKER IN OHIO. 

The defeat of Foraker for Governor in 
Ohio was caused by Republican Sabbatarians 
putting their faith in the promises ana piety 
of Democratic and Prohibition Sab lans, 
who set the trap for the third term Governor, 
baited it with promises of votes, and intoit 
he waiked, unwarned by past experieaces 
and unsuspecting the perfidy of these pious 
people, who had kindly tendered the assist- 
ance of the ljord as well as their own for a 
third term. The trap was then sprung, and 
tne victim was securely caught. 

The law regulating Sunday observances 
was passed in the Legislature by the help of 
thirty Democratic votes. This was the be- 
ginning of the plot. The responsibility for 
the law was thrown upon the Republicans, 
as they were in the majority in the Legisla- 
ture. It was only necessary to induce them 
to enforce the law 1n the face of public senti- 
ment in Cincinnati and some other cities to 
make it odious and secure Republican defeat.

SAMUEL J. TILDEN’S WILL BROKEN. 

The affirmation by the New York Supreme 
Court of the decision below invalidating the 
will of Samuel J. Tilden may be regarded as 
making it a practical certainty that the City 
of New York cannot secure or enjoy the mu- 
nificent gift the great Democratic leader in- 
tended to bestow upon it. An appeal may 
still be taken to the Court of Appeals, but as 
two benches have concurred already in set- 
ting the will aside there 1s little chance that 
the city can get anything by further litiga- 
tion. The present decision 1s not based on 
technicaities, but on strong legal principles, 
and it is hardly to be expected that the court 
of last resort—evento save Tilden’s noble 
gift to the city—would venture to establish a 
precedené&to the effect that a man may virta- 
ally devise to another his power of making a 
will. The result is peculiarly unfortunate so 
far as New York is concerned, since so few 
of the rich men of that city remember the 
municipality in their wills, and it has had no 
conspicuous gilt since Peter Cooper’s time. 

A singular fatality attends the wills of 
great lawyers. They can draw sound testa- 
ments for other people but for some reason 
often fail to do so for themselves. Mr. Tilden 
had been accustomed for a lifetime to deal- 
ing with intricate and knotty questions, and 
doubtless went to his grave believing he had 
made a will which could not be broken or de- 
feated in its beneficent results. After re- 
membering his legal beirs he inserted a pro- 
vision cutting off absolutely any of them 
who should contest the will or attempt to 
prevent the residue of his estate being used 
by his executors to establish a great public 
reading-room and library. Nevertheless one 
of the heirs made the contest after the 
others agreed to make him whole in case he 
lost. In this way one guard which Tilden 
had put up to protect his will was broken 
down, and other provisions which he intend- 
ea forthe purpose of leaving his executors 
unfettered and giving them large freedom of 
choice in applying his estate to benevolent 
purposes have proved equally unavailing. 

Mr. Tilden desired to avoid tying up his 
estate in any way that would prevent-his ex- 
ecutors dealing with contingencies which he 
could not foresee. Changed circumstances

common law limited and not transferable. 
The rule is that property must go to the nat- 


ural heirs in fixed proportions, and this 


always applies where a man dies intestate. 
By will, however, a person may remove his 
proverty from the ordinary operation of the 
law | and bestow it as he pleases subject to 
the rights of the husband or wife, as the case 
may be. This power to set aside the usual 
rule|of the law and bestow property ina 
manner different from that ‘provided by stat- 
ute is purely pe al. It is necessary to 
meet exceptional cases where some heirs 
may be provident and capatle and otners 
weak-minded, prodigal, or vicious. In such 
case$ an equal division of property might be 
improvident and unjust, and hence an indi- 
viduul may by an affirmative act set aside the 
usual rule of the law and dispese of his prop- 
erty as he sees fit. Buthe cannot empower 
another to do this for him after his decease. 
The peculiar privilege of setting aside the 
ordinary law of inheritance and devising 
property in a different manner is purely per- 
sonal. The will “speaks from the death,”’ 
but the non-statutory distribution of prop- 
erty cannot be made by the dead hand, 

Wills which exempt property from the 
ordinary operation of the law are dealt with 
freely by courts and juries, and the cutting 
off of natural heirs is not favored unless 
supported by some good reason. The Amer- 
ican plan is for the breaking up of estates by 
distribution in just proportions among the 
legal heirs. Where a man cuts off a son be- 
cause of a disagreement or misunderstand- 
ing, or adaughter because she followed her 
affections in the choice of a husband, it is 
generaily concluded that the testator was 
lacking in mental capacity, and that the will 
must be set aside and the property equally 
distributed according to the law. The tend- 
ency is to curb arbitrary will-making and en- 
courage the statutory distribution of prop- 
erty, unless in particular cases there appears 
some good reason to the contrary. The Til- 
den will can be supported only by a prece- 
dent which would greatly enlarge the power 
of arbitrary distribution as against the nat- 
ural rignts of heirs, and it is not likely the 
New York Court of Appeals will take such 
action. 


MONTANA. 

It may take a little longer to unravel the 
election snarl in Silyer Bow County, Mon- 
tana, before the new State can be proclaimed 
a State in the Union. The annual report of 
the Governor to the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, which will shortly be made public, has 


been sent us in advance. The population is 


set down at 185,000, of whom 170,000 are 
whites and 15,000 Indians, and the hope is 
expressed that the next census will show a 
population of about 200,000. The number of 
cattle owned in the State is estimated at 
8,620,000. The railroad mileage in operation 
is 1,834 miles, with 268 miles in progress of 
construction and 875 miles surveyed and 
contemplated. The total wealth is set down 
at $150,000,000—which is probably too large— 
and the finances of the State are in good 
condition, as itis enabled to meet ail its cur- 
rent expenses in cash and maintain a surplus 
in the treasury sufficient to meet all contin- 
gencies. The total number of acres of pub- 
hie lands settled upon last year was 452,428, 
of which about 18,000 were mineral and coal 
lands. The exports last year amounted to 
$45,750,000, of which $37,000,000 represents 
gold, silver, copper, and lead, the balance 
consisting of beef cattle, sheep, horses, wool, 
and hides, The low stage of agricultural re- 
sources is shown by the fact that only 331,- 
000 of the 90,000,000 acres in the State were 
under cultivation last year. It is estamated 
that there are 36,000,000 acres of cultivable 
land in the State, but how far they can be 
brought under cultivation must depend en- 
tirely upon the success of -irrigatuon. The 
chief source of wealth is mining and must 
remaio so fora long time to come. The area 
of timber lands is estimated at from 35,000 to 
40,000 square miles, and during the last year 
150,000,000 feet of sawed lumber were pro- 
duced, all of which was consumed in the 
State. The Governor’s report takes no ac- 
count of religious statistics, and schools do 
not figure largely, though the State claims 
816, an increase of 226 in the last ten years, 
with 442 teachers @nd 27,600 pupils. As to 
public buildings the State has but one, the 
United States assay office in Helena, but 
these willnow come. In most repects, ex- 
cepting the agricuitural point of view, Mon- 
tana’s future seems to be well assured, and 
the great fields of coal and iron recently dis- 
covered will add to her resources. The Gov- 
ernor claims that Montana is almost as good 
a State as any for laboring men and women, 
as “‘inno other country or State of the Union 
are higher wages paid than here.’”’ If this be 
so, it should induce a material increase of im- 
migration. In any event Montana is on the 
threshold of the Union, and will soon step in 
and be doubly welcome, as she is a Republic- 
an sister. Atthe recent election the popu- 
lar vote showed that it was Republicun, and 
the new immigration will steadily make it 
more so, just as it has the Dakotas, Wash- 
ington, and Oregon.

THE NEW GEOGRAPHY OF THE COUNTRY. 

It is high time that the new geography of 
the country enumerating groups of States 
should be remapped and made familiar to our 
school children, so that they may clearly un- 
derstand the new boundaries of its great 
sections. The coming genefations must 
study the United States and the relative im- 
portance of these sections from new points 
of view. The geography of past generations 
contemplated the)Unitea States as the iong, 
narrow strip of country down the Atlantic 
coast from New England to Florida. The 
North was New England, the South was 
South Carolina, Georgia, and Floriaa. The 
Center was/in Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, and Virgiria, and the West was a 
vague, far away section around Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and Illinois. Since those days, how- 
ever, the length of the country has changed 
its points of compass. Itis no longer North 
and South, but East and West. It stretches 
from one ocean to the other, twice as far as 
from lake to gulf. 

It is time, therefore, to remodel the geo- 
graphical groups. The North and East stil! 
remain-in New England and. New York 
and Pennsylvania, but it also stretches down 
the coast to North Carolina. The South is the 
whole stretch of the country below the line 


, that rans from the south frontier of Virginia 


straight across the Union toSouthern Califor- 
nia. It embraces the cotton States of North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 
Also New Mexico, Arizona, ana Southern 
California, Kentucky, and Missouri should 
be no longer included iu the South. The 
Central States now embrace West Vir. 
ginia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota, Kansas, Kentucky, Missouri, and 
Nebraska. The actual West has pushed its 
limits farther towards the setting sun and 1s 
now to be found in Colorado, Wyoming, 
Montana, Idaho, Utah, Nevada, Oregon, 
Washington, and California, and if furcher 
subdivision of the West is needed itis the 
country west of the Sierras on the Pacitic. 
The centerof the country, the center of its 
population, power, influence, and productive 


nated. The cotton sectioa is the South. The 
Wést is the mining and stock grazing s6c- 
tiof. .The North and* East are the manu- 
fact and truck farming section. The 
center is the great grain, coal, and iron and 
also manufacturing section ; the surplus food 
producing section of the country, and the 
most powerful and important of all the sec- 
tions. In productive capacity, in political 
potentiality, in the number of its people, and 
in the nationalism of its sentiment it excels 
them all. Of this great and splendid center, 
which may for short be called the Mississippi 
Valley, any child with his compass or ruler 
and knowledge of numbers can find the cen- 
tral point or capital and learn that Chicago 
is its name. Should-the seat of National 
Government ever be moved from where it 
now is here it will be relocated. _

sally accepted idea that wealth 1s more gen- 
erally distributed here thunin any othér part 
of the world, and to enforce his argument 
presents the following list of persons who 
have fortunes of $20,000,000 and upwards, 
Trinity Church, New York, being included 
in the list because it is practically an indi- 


vidual owner:

Making allowances for exaggerations, Mr. 
Shearman contends that these seventy names 
represent an aggregate wealttt of 2,700 mill- 
ions. He has also, he says, learned inci- 
dentaliy of fifty other persons worth over 
$10,000,000 each, which would swell his list 
to 100 persons worth over three billions, 
Comparing this list of millionaires with the 
English very rich he finds, as he claims, that 
the very wealthy class in this country is 
much richer than the same class in England. 
The richest of the Kothschilds left$17,000,000, 
and Earl Dudley $20,000,000. The Duke of 
Buccleuch represents $30,000,000, the Mar- 
quis of Bute $40,000,000, the Duke of Norfolk 
$40,000,000, and’ the Duke of Westminster 
perhaps $50,000,000. The average annual 
income of the richest hundred Englishmen 
is placea at $450.000, while the average an- 
nual incqme of the richest hundréd Ameri- 


“cans, he thinks, probably exceeds $1,200,000 


each. , 

If we were to accept Mr. Shearman’s state- 
ments as they are set down the outlook of 
the people of this country, so far as the dis- 
tribution of wealth is concerned, would not 
be a cheerful one. In the first place, how- 
ever, Mr. Shearman’s golden catalogue is a 
greatly exaggerated one. Nothing is more 
common than the overstatement of individual 
wealth of rich men. Report far outruns 
reality. If his sums in the list were cut in 
two we should get much nearer the actual 
wealth of our great millionaires. 

Several of the items in it havs already 
been shown grossly incorrect by the daily 
press, and well-known instances have oc- 
curred of late when executors of estates sup- 
posed to be worth $20,000,000 have found thet 
they were not worth half that amount, while 
in some other cases where the figures were 
smaller executors have been unabie to find 
much of anytking, the fortune having been 
dissipated in concealed speculations. But 
even cutting the list in two, it still remains 
that we have a large number of wealthy men. 

The sources of these fortunes are apparent 
onevery hand. The immense development 
of railroads during the last twenty-five 
years has opened up an avénue of sudden 
wealth for thousands of persons who have 
speculated in billionsof stocks, bonds, and 
mortgages representing a hundred thousand 
miles of railroad, such as the Union, Central, 
Northern, and Southern Pacific, the land- 
grant roads, and the great Vanderbilt, Jay 
‘Gould, Huntington, and the Santa Fé 
schemes. This source of wealth furnishes 
more names to Mr. Shearman’s list than any 
other. Again, aided by the railroad develop- 
ment and inilation of values caused by the 
war tariff, manufacturers, especially in the 
metals, have been enabled to come into the 
field and reap immense profits. The devel- 
opment of petroleum, creating the Standard 
Ou monopoly, has also been a prolitic source 
of individual wealth, and the monopoly built 
up on it has made the income of at least one 
man in the list probably the largest in tne 
whole country. The Sugar Trust monopoly 
has added to the crop of plutocrats. The 
same railroads which have been opening up 
the United States and developing its extraor- 
dinary resources have swelled the list with 
a crop of bonanza plutocrats in the far West 
and in the iron and copper regions of Lake 
Superior. The developmentof manvfactures 
has been followed by an increasea demana 
for lumber and iron and steel products, 
which has been still further  in- 
tensified by important new inven- 
tions and processes like that of 
Bessemer steel, for instance. These have 
swelled the listof millionaires. Other sources 
of great wealth—milling investments like 
those at Minneapolis, the great packing in- 
dustries at Chicago, to some extent the whole- 
Sale trade in merchandise, speculations in 
various lines of stocks, and the unearned in- 
crement of real estate in cities, as in the case 
of the Astors—have added to the number of 
suddenly wealthy men, and go tO make up 
the list of Mr. Shearman’s multi-millionaires. 

Even conceding all that Mr. Shearman 
Claims from his exaggerated point of view, 
and from his natural desire as a ruillionaire 
himself to make his fellow- millionaires ap- 
pear as big as possible, it does not follow 
that the people of this country need have 
great apprehension that there will be a mill- 
ionaire trust to Gonfiscate all the property of 
the country. Death will divide and scatter 
these overgrown individual fortpnes; spend- 
thrift heirs will dissipate them. They are 
doing it aiready, and the money wiil find its 
way back again into a more* numerous 
and diversified holding, thus helping to 
restore the equilibrium. If we had 
the primogeniture and _ entail sys- 
tem of England there might be danger in 
this individual concentration of great wealth, 
but as it is nothing stands in the way of 
splitting up and scattering it as fast as death 
removes the possessors from the things of 
time and sense. 

Again, the great avenues of wealth opened 
up during the war, with its vast contracts 
aud inflated values, and since that time in 


well nigh completed. The field of manufact- 
uring is mostly tilled and sharp competition 
has set in. The feal-estate booms are col- 
lapsing. Some places which are great cen- 
ters of business, like Chicago, will probably 
continue to increase, while the others wiil 
nave to slow up. Mr. Shearmanis list of 
millionaires, taken even at his exaggerated 
estimates, is not so dangerous a one as it 
might appear. Their fortunes will soon be 
scattered by death. Money will be more 
evenly distributed, with less tendency to in- 
dividual monopoly and inflated values. 


AN EASY LESSON FOR A YOUNG BEGINNER. 

The statistician of Tuz Trisunse, who, on 
account of his thorough acquaintance with 
the subject, is generally given the honorary 
rank of ‘‘Colonel,”’ stated the other day that 
the wealth of this country was so much 
greater than that of England that it could 
buy out the latter and yet have as much left 
over as the total value of this country at the 
beginning of the war.., 

An amateur statistician, Enown as “ Maj.” 
Lawson of the News, who is able to combine 
in a way rarely equaled and never surpassed 
the pretense of knowing all about this sub- 
ject and utter ignorance of its fundamental 
principles, rushes to the front in the newspa- 
pers through which he sends out his undi- 
gested misinformation to the community 
and cries out “this country cannot do any- 
thing of the kind. I have under my arm a 
book by Mr. Munhall, who says on page 31,” 
cries the *‘ Major,” * that in 1880 the wealth 
of England was $44,800,000,000 and of the 


United States only $39,400,000,000. Munhall | 


knows all about it.” 

This gives the “ Colonel” a good chance to 
read tothe “‘Major’’—a junior officer, who 
should be more respectful when addressing 
his superior officers—a little lesson of which 
he stands in great need. To begin at the be- 
ginning—with the a, b, c’s. The rates of in- 
terest in this country and England differ. 
Here a conservative man is not satisfied with 
au investment unless it returns him 6 per 
cent, and at least 5. In England he is well 
pleased with 5, and satisfied with 4. Stating 


‘it a little differently so as to make sure the 


** Major’s”’ intellect grasps it, the earning 
power of money is greater here than in En- 
gland, and therefore property is valued 
lower in this country as compared with its 
earnings. The British capitalize the earn- 
ings of their country higher than wedo. If 
the total yearly earnings of England were 
two billion dollars, on that they would esti- 
mate the present capital wealth of the coun- 
try by multiplying those earnings by at least 


twenty. If a landlord sells a farm there the [ 


price which he asks is from twenty to 
twenty-five times the yearly returns or rent. 
Therefore when Munhali quoted by “ Major” 
Lawson says that in 1880 England was worth 
forty-four billions of dollars, he means to 
say that the income of the nation for that 
year was two or two and a quarter billions. 

But as the rate of interest is higher im the 
Unitea States by 1 to 2 per cent a different 
basis has to be adopted here to deduce capi- 
talized wealth from income. Where an En- 
glish landlord will sell tor twenty-five years’ 
income, the American farmer will sell for 
15 to 18 times the rental. To get the weaith 
of this country after the English capitaliza- 
tion method, the total annual income on a 
basis of, say, 6 per cent interest must be mul- 
tiplied by about 17, instead of the English 20 
to 25. Ifa bit of property is sold in England 
for $100 it is because the yearly income is 
Sor. Here, however, property producing 


$4 or $5 a year would only be valued at $75 to 


$80. 

** Now to apply,” for the benefit of the un- 
reflecting but presumptuous “Major”: If in 
1880, according to Munhall, England was 
worth forty-four bihons and the United 
States thirty-eight billions, that forty-four 
when reduced to the American standard 
shrinks to about thirty-three, or the estimate 
for the United States when raised to the 
British standard goes up to about forty-six to 
fifty billions. Before they can be courpared 
they must be thus equalized. 

The present wealth of the United States, 
from the calculations of T. G. Shearman, 
based on earninga, is sixty-five billions.

DRAINAGE TRUSTEES, 

It is probaWie that Judge Prendergast will 
call for an election of trustees of the Sani 
tary District, established by a practically 
unanimous vote last Tuesday, some time 
abovt the middle of December—but not later 
than the Ist of January. The Democratic 
local managers are eagerly urging an early 
election, and the committee which presented 
the petition on which the boundaries of the 
district were determined appear to be acting 
in concért with them in this matter. The

CENTRAL VARK 18 EXCLUDED, 


‘Not to Be Considered as a World's Fair Site 


~—Gotham’s Boom in a Bad Way. 

New York, Nov. 8—|Special.]|—The New 
York Committee on Buildings and Site today 
partially backed down from its position in 
regard to the use of a portion. of Central 
Park fora portion of the buildings for the 
World’s Fair. Popular sentiment has been 
from the start against using any portion of 
the park grounds. On the opposition has 
been based the refusal of many wealthy 
and infiuential people to subscribe to the 
$5,000,000 guarantee fund. Money has been 
coming slowly, and something had to be 
done. The Committee on Buildings and Site 
therefore attempted to bolster up the New 
York boom by adopting boundaries of a site 
from ‘which, Central Park was excluded. 
Roswell P. Flower introduced the resolution 
for this purpose. Under his resolution the 
site ramains the same as had aiready been 
selected, including Riverside and Morning- 
sider and tne private lands between 
them, but excluding Central Park. 

Before the resolutions were adopted there 
was considerabie discussion which will inter- 


est people outside of New York. Mr. Fiower- 


in urging the adoption of the resolution said 
that most of the committee from the -begin- 
ning had been in favor of getting a site for 
the Exposition outside of Central Park, but 
they bad to piay Central Park against the 
property owners in order to secure reason- 
able terms. The game had succeeded. They 
found they could get pienty of ground on 
reasonable terms. Central Park had been 
played against Bloomingdale, and Central 
ark had won, 

Mr. Cooper said that he regarded those 
resolutions as “‘injudicious.’’ He did not be- 
lieve in yielding to ‘‘popularclamor.”’ The 
resolutions in his judginent simply meant 
that the monev could not be got without let- 
ting Centrai Park go. He thought it essen- 
tial to the success of the enterprise to have 
the Museum of Natural History and Metro- 
politan Museum of Art with the grounds on 
which they stood included in the Exposition

Grain™is soscarce and boats so 
plenty that rates are ound to go toa figure giv- 
ing vessels ho choice butto lay up, Many ves. 
seilmen claim that two centSon corn to Buffalo 
ig the rock bottom figure, and that boats mist 

up rather than take less. If such is the cause 
then freights will not drop below the going rates. 

A vesseiman gives some figures that go to 
prove that 2 cents isnot the bottom bya long 
ways. He estimated it in this wise: An 85,.Q00- 
bushel vessel will receive $1,700 on her corn 
Gown and $1,5000n coal back; total, 83.200 for 
the trip. Her expenses will be: Coal, $540; Chi- 
cago towing, $00; crew for nize days, #450; 
board of crew, 80; Buffalo towing, #830: 
other expenses, $100: total, $1,300. Profit 
of trip, $1,000. “ Every yem in the expense 
account,” he adds, “is at an outside 
figure. The insurance for the season is paid and 
the question of interest on the money invested 
does not count. . All thereisto it is ‘ Will this 
extra trip for less than 2 cents pay? In my 
opinion it would pay were the rate on corn down 
to 1lg cents a bushel or even a shade less.” 

A leading propeller line agent predicted rates 
would not go below 2 cents, and at the close 
when most of the fleet had gone into winter 
quarters they must goto 3cents.

Largely Extending Its Business. 

The Central Vermont railroad will push its 
lake line more energetically next season than‘it 
has in the past. An important move in that di- 
rection will be the building of an additional ele- 
vator at Ogdensburg of 750,000 bushels capacity, 
meking a total elevator capacity of 1,250,000 
bushels at that point. The three new steamers 
under construction at Detroit will be ready for 
service at the opeaing of navigation, making, 
with two boats out this fall, five steamers just 
alike. These with the Averell, Haskell, Frost, 
and Pridgeon givea fleet of nine boats. The 
three years’ charter of the Newburg, Blanchard, 
and Waverly expires with this year. The char- 
ter is likely to be renewed for a year longer.

Speaking of the chartering of the extra boats 
D, B, Lingted, the Chicago agent of the line, said 
yesterday: “I understand our peopie will take 
the boats for another year, but not longer, as the 
building of new steamers is to be kept up until 
the fleet is ail owned by the company. have 
heard the Newburg ts to be rebuilt next winter 
with steel arches. This will increase her carry- 
ing capacity by 15 per cent.”

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Efforts Being Made to Prevent: the Ratifi- 
cation of the Deal Between Presidents 
Porter and Ingalls for the Consolidation 
of the Two Companies—The Burlington 
& Northern and Burlington & Quincy 
Companies Soon to Be Consolidated— 

’ Miscellaneous Railroad Matters. 

It is now generally admitted that'Tae Trrs- 
UNE’S account of the negotiations between 
President Porter of the VUhicago & Eastern 
Illinois and the “Big Four” railway com- 
paoy, whereby the latter was to acquire con- 
trol of the former, was substantially correct. 
So far as the Presidents of the two roads are 
concerned the negotiations were concluded 
several days ago, but it yet required tne con- 
firmation of the Boards of Directors of tne 
two companies to make the bargain binding. 
So far as the directors of the “Big Four” 
are concerned no doubt is expressed that the 
agreement will be ratified. It is byno means 
certain, however, that the directors and 
stockholders of the Eastern Lllinois will 
sanction the amalgamation of the two com- 
panies. A meeting of the directors of the 
latter line will be held in New York or Bos- 
ton today to act on the proposition: 

Strenuous efforts are bewmg made in cer- 
tain quarters to prevent the ratification of 
the agreement. These parties claim that the 
arrangement would benefit the “Big Four” 
much more than the Eastern Illinois, the lat- 
ter now being in the best financial condition. 

Among the parties opposing the ratifica- 
tion of the agreement is President George M. 
Pullman of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany. Mr. Pullman was just at the’ point of 
concluding a contract for the use of his cars 
by the Chicago & Eastern Illinois when 
word reached him that negotiations for the 
absorption of that road by the “Big Four” 
were about to be concluded, the consumma- 
tion of which would mean that Wagner cars 
weré to be substituted for the Pullmans. 
President Pullman immediately left for New 
York, where he is now endeavoring to pre- 
vent the amaigamawon of the two companies, 
or at least to conclude his contract with 
President Porter before the consolidation. 

Another scheme likely to be perfected be- 
fore long is the absorption of the Burlington 
& Northera by the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy railroad company. The belief is 
expressed in railway circles here that 


the recent change of position by the Burling- 
ton & Northern as regards Northwestern 
rates is due to the completion of arrangements 
for the amalgamation of the two companies. 
It is also believed that as soon as the two 
companies have been united a traffic arrange- 
ment similar to the one recently made be- 
tween the Chicago & Northwestern and 
Union Pacific will be made between the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy and the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba, or rather the Great 
Northern railway company, to offset the 
Northwestern-Union Pacific and the Wiscon- 
sin Central-Northern Pacific combinations.

HEAVY SNOW-STORM IN NEW MEXICO. 


Cattle Perishing by Hundreds—Passenger 
Trains Blocked in Without Provisions. 
Dayton, N. M., Nov. 8.~Later reports re- 

ceived regarding the severe snow storm here, 

in which a number of lives were lost, show 
that the storm was most severe to cattle. 

When the storm began seven large herds, 
numbering from 400 to 2,000, were here 
awaiting shipment to Eastern markets. The 
severe blizzard drove the herds toward the 
south and the cowboys found it impossible to 
head them off, and they were compelied to 
let them go, while they rode their exhausted 
horses into cafions or partly sheltered places 
a passed many hours without food or

Two of them who took shelter in a cafion 
managed to light a fire, and during the sec- 
ond night one of their horses died from cold. 
The hungry men cut pieces of flesh from the 
dead animal which they warmed and ate. 

At Texline, nine miles below here, two 
passenger-trains have been snow-bound for 
a week past. Their)provisions are exhausted 
and passengers have been obliged to go out 
in the storm and kill cattle, the quarters of 
which are taken into the cars and roasted. It 
is thought the imprisoned passengers wil! be 
reached teday and released. The storm is 
the worst ever known here. 

PuEBLo, Cal., Nov. 8.—HKailroad men report 
more trouble on the divide todav. The wind 
is blowing a perfect hurricane and the cuts 
are filled with snow. All trams are blocked 
again. Information is received that another 
great snow-storm is raging, evidently in the 
Raton Mountains.

Piping Natural Gas Out of Indiana May Re- 
duce the Supply for That City. 

InpIaANaPo.is, Ind., Nov, 8.—[Special.]—It 
is feared that the decision of the Supreme 
Court, holding that the law to prohibit the 
piping of natural gas out of Indiana is un- 
constitutional, may make serious trouble for 
Indianapolis. A company is already organ- 
ized for phe purpose of piping gas from the 
Indiana field to Chicago, and ifits plans. are 
to be carried out there is a question in the 
minds of a good many people whether or not 
the drain upon the supply may not affect In- 
dianapolis. This new company, whivh has at 
its head New York and Chicago capitalists 
and a few moneyed men of Indiana, proposes 
to get its supply of gas from near Kokomo. 
The ‘proposed pipe line will te _ 130 
miles in length, and two pneumatic 
pumps will assist in forcing the gas 
through the mains. The line as projected 
will run through Logansport, Valparaiso, and 
Hammond; and these places are to be sup- 
plied with the fuei if they put up the money. 
The company has a capital stock of $2,000,000, 
ana has already leased a large area ot gas 
territory in the Kokomo district. The officers 
of the local natural gas companies doubt if 
the fuel is ever piped to Chicago. Tneoy think 
the, distance is too great. Col. James H. 
Rice, who 1s interested in @ number of gas 
companiés, believes that if the supply of gas 
does not lessen this winter the fuel will be 
piped out of the State in large quantities by 
another spring. He does not thgnk the Chi- 
cago enterprise wiil take shape before next 
spring.

to the university. Facing the sanctuary 
at the opposite end of the chapel is a 
hanging polygonal choir in which the 
organ donated by Mrs. James 
F’. Barbour of Washington will be placed. 
The ceiling is ribbed a@™® barrél-arched and 
the walls ornamented with stucco work, deli- 
cate traceries, and cherub heads. The chapel 
has seating accommodations for 150 people 
and will be used only for devotions after ,the 
university church is built. The library, read- 
ing+room, and recreation rooms are located 
beneath the chapel. The library has shelves 
for 10,000 books, --but the capacity can be 
doubled by adding cases in a gallery. Ad- 
joining the reception parlors on 
the south are class rooms, and in the 
southwest corner of the building 
is a large public lecture-ball which will prob- 
ably seat 300 people. North of the main en- 
trance and west of the great corridor is tne 
prayer-hall to be used for devotional pur- 
poses. 
the refectories, pantries, and kitchen. Wide 
pillared porches extend along the rear of the 
first story of the building. 


THE STUDY AND SLEEPING-ROOMS. 


The architect has solved the question of 
study and siceping-rooms admirably, and 
fair-sized, lighter, more wholesome suites 
of rooms could hardiy be founded than 
the series of two—bedroom and _ sit- 
ting-room—opening into each other which 
every professor and student will have. The 
rooms of the rector of the university, Bishop 
Keane, are oa tne second floor, in the south- 
west corner of the main wing, and those of 
the vice-rector, Father Garrigan, are in the 
southwest corner of the south wing. The 
dining and recreation rooms for the profes- 
sors are in the north wing. Four large 
rooms have been reserved in the 
fourth story for chapels should the 
principal one be too smali to accommodate 
the students. Oneof the handsomest rooms 
in the building is reserved for the students’ 
recreation room. It is on the fifth floor and 
will be fitted up with billiard tables and gym- 
nastic appliances. Every appliance known 
to nineteenth century man is used to make 
the building fire-proof. All the floors are 
double and filled in with plaster, which is 
not only fire-proof, but also deadens sound. 
The walls are lined with terra cotta, and 
wire lathing is used instead of wood. There 
are no wooden partitions. In addition to the 
grand stairway there are two smalier onegin 
the wings, and fire-escapes are hung from 
each wing. Steam will furnish heat for the 
building and twenty pneumatic clocks will 
register time. The architect of the building, 
which is known as the divinity school, is E. 
Francis Baldwin ..of..Baitimore. He is the 
nephew of Bisbop Eider, and -was the archi- 
tect of St. Mury’s Theological Seminary in 
Baltimore and of several churches in the 
same city. 

In addition to the statues of the Savior and 
of Mary the Immaculate there will be two 
others standing in the main nallway. They 
are of St. Paul the Apostieand of St. Thomas 
Aquinas. The latter was given the recior, 
Bishop Keane, by the English colonists of 
Rome, amoag whom he has lectured and 
preached for several years. itis a facsimile 
of one that standson the Penchian Hill of 
the Eternal City, where it was placed 
by the Roman Government. An oil 
painting . ot the Pope will be 
hung in one of the reception pariors. It was 
given to bis Holiness at his golden jubiiée, 
and in present/ng it to the new university in 
America he said he would rather have it 
hung there than im tne Vatican, as he is @s- 
pecially pleased that the university should be 
founded in his pontificacy. Flanking it on 
either side will be portraits of Washington 
and Archbishop Carroll, both executed by 
Gregori, an Italian painter, whois now at 
the otre Dame University of Indi- 
ana. The placing of Washing- 
ton’s . picture there is in honor 
of the fact that 1889 marks-nis centenary as 
well as the centenary of the Catholic hier- 
archy in this country. -Archbishop Carfoll is 
given a place of honor, as his ordination ps 
Bishop marked the beginning of the Catholic 
hierarchy in this country. 

When the entire plan is carried out there 
will be seven buildings, which will be grouped 
around a certral park. ‘rhe whole property 
ownéd by the university is sixty-five acres. 
Although the divinity building is the only 
one erected at present tne sites for the others 
have been chosen. In the center facing the 
main avenue will be the hall of science, with 
its laboratories. To the right and rear of the 
hall of science the observatory will be erect- 
ed upon a high knoll, and at the front, on the 
opposite side of the park, the library build- 
ing wilistand. A large churcn will be erect- 
ed on the north, between the park and the 
divinity building, with which it will be con- 
nected by an arcaded passageway. The high 
grounds adjacent to the divinity building 
will be reserved as sites for eolieges that may 
be erected by religious orders in connection 
with the university, urd itis expected the 
residences for the professors will be arranged 
around the front of the park.

The proposition advanced in this letter is 
that we build a monument in the jake at the 
entrance to the harbor and surmount it with 
a powerful harbor light for sailors, thereby 
combining usefulness with beauty and tne 
inciosed sketch is an illustration of this 
proposition.

atthinment, and public services, of this distin-

It is 
men of prominence and respectability who raise 
these large sums of money, knowing the use they 
will be put to—men who deal openly in corrup- 
tior one day and go tochurch the next.

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GREAT THINGS CLAIMED. 


INVENTORS SAY THEY HAVE REVOLU: 
TIONIZED STEEL-MAKING, 


Two Kentuckians Discover a Process for 
Changing Low Grade Steel Into Tool 
Metal of the Highest Grade—A Bath 
That Produces a Permanent Chemical 
and Physical Change—The Effect Upon 
the Mechanical and Commercial Worid, 


An improvement in the art of steel-making, 
revolutionary in character, has been a mat- 
ter of prophecy among experts for years. 
The great cost of high-grade steel and the 
reward that awaits success in cheapening It 
have been the grounds of this expectation. 

Prof. Hugo R. M. Moeller, who is staying 
at the Palmer House, is in Chicago 
in benalf of a Louisville (Ky.) invention 
which it is claimed will inaugurate the 
looked-for revolution. Simultaneously with 
the issue of ao order by Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy for a general test of the product 
of the new process to determine its adapta- 
bility for use in the construction of steel 
ships and their armaments, Prof. Moeller nas 
succeeded in interesting a company of local 
manufacturers and merchants in certain 
lines of proposed manufacture under the 1n- 
vention. Toa TRIBUNE reporter, who called 
at his room last evenin,z, he gave an account 
of how the new process came to be invented, 
what it is, and the astonishing claims made 
for it. 

The invention, he said, is the joint work of 
Henry M. Redemann and Robert J. Tilford of 
Louisville. Mr. Redemann, who is a maker 
of toois in a smali way, had devoted much 
study to the subject and at last concocted a 
bath which would impenetrably harden steel, 
when Mr. Tilford,a man of meaas to whom 
be applied for help, suggested the introduc- 
tion into the bath of giycerine to give tne 
metal ductility. The result was the Kede- 
mann-Tilford process. The processis covered 
by three patents in which the ingredients 
of the bath are made public. Besides glyce- 
rine the ingredients consist of hydrocarbon- 
ated substances in solution in water. The 
metal to be treated is at a white heat plunged 
into the bath and permitted to remain until 
cool. The effect of the heated metal in the 
bath is to liberate hydrocarbon gases which 
are taken up by the metal. By the time the 
metai cools both chemical and physical 
changes have been wrought in its composi- 
won. 

THE CHANGE PERMANENT. 

Commerciaily speaking, the process, it is 
said, transforms low grade steel worth from 
one to two cents a pound into high graae 
steel of many times the original value—su- 
perior, indeed, to crucible steel ana adaptable 
for manufacture into burglar-proof safes, 
razors, or springs. Thecostof the bath it- 
self is trivial. 

‘*The first idea that occurs to an experi- 
enced steel man on hearing that the process 
consists of plunging poor steel into a 
bath,” said Prof. Moeller, emphasiz- 
ing the point, “is the steel 
emerges merely  case-hardened and 
that on being reheated it will be as poor as 
ever. So well rooted is this idea on account 
of numberless previous unsuccessful experi- 
ments with baths that we have been com- 
pelied to have repeated tests of our sm 
made at such works as the Pittsburg esting 
Laboratory, Carnegie, Phipps & Co.’s Home- 
stead and Lucy Mills, and by the United 
States customs authorities at Louis- 
ville before we could induce conservative 
men to take the trouble to exam- 
ine for themselves. This ordeal 
1s now past. The factis no longer open to 
question that the change produced by this 
new bath is permanent. The steel may be 
reheated to any degree short of that at which 
the carbon it contains will burn without 
losing the chemical and physical properties 
imparted to it by the bath. While reheated 
it may be welded, hammered, and subjected 
to any treatment in vogue among workers in 
fine steel. Tne change, moreover, is not con- 
fined to the surface uniess it is so desired. 
It may be made to penetrate the entire mass 
of the metal.” 

Apart from its revolutionary effect on 
prices the most important thing claimed for 
the invention is that itopens up al 
new fields for the use of steel. ‘Thisis due as 
much to the character of the qualities given 
to the metal by the bath as to the diminished 
cost. The most striking of these qualities 
are the superior tensile strength and elastic- 
ity of the product. As compared with the 
best grades of steel, a tensile strength 
greater by from 50to 100 per cent 1s exhib- 
ited by the new steel, while its elasticity 
is from to 20 per cent greater. 
Among the tests on which these comparative 
data are based several were made OY Ben 
F. Brown, tester, and Dr. F. G. icke, 
chemist, for Carnegie, Phipps & Co. 

‘““Tnese qualities,’ said Prof., Moeller, 
“which are apparent evea to the eye by 
tne fine silky grain of the steel, render the 
new metal as fit for cutiery as heavier work, 
While in Louisville I saw an old 
steel rail which had lain for years in a reil- 
road yard plunged for six feet into our bath. 
On being withdrawn the flanges were weided 
to the sides of the rail and a continuous 
solid bar formed. From a piece of this bar [ 
saw an excellent razor made oy Tafel, an in- 
strument maker on’ Third street, 
head barber at the Galt house 18 now using 
another with satisfacuon. The remain 
portion was converted into various 
tools. The rail before treatment might have 
been bought for acenta pound at the out- 
side. I should not care to place an estimate 
on its immensely enhanced value after- 
wards.”’ 

THE CHANGE GRADUATED. __ 

But the most interesting feature claimed 
for the invention is that the massof metal 
treated may be made impenetrabiy hard 
throughout or given a hard surface and soft 
center, and that the hardness may be infused 
on asliding scale from the surface iaward 
to any desired depth. A ductile and work- 
able steel with a hard surface is the great- 
est need of the modern workshop. 
uses to which such a metal may be 
put are innumerable. Next to taking the 
place of chrome steel for drill-proof construc- 
tion, its most striking serviceability would 
be found in the manufacture of arsenal sup- 
plies, such as armor plate, projectiles, 
guns. 

“A piece of steel twelve inches long by six 
square was hardened on a sliding scale from 
one surface inward,” said Prof. Moeiler. 
‘With a powerful drilling machine it was 
tested at Capt. Folger’s office at the ord- 
nance-yard in Wash:ngton. Beginning 
at the back or soft surface the first 
inch was* drilled in one minute and 
ten seconds, the second inch in sixteen min- 
utes and twenty-three seconds, and the next 
one-half inch in twenty-one minutes and 
fifteen seconds. At this point the drill 
broke and would» not. go further. There 
were still three and a half inches in the path 
of the drill. After numerous experiments 
we have learned how be. ~ = moe 
and degreeof the hardening ° 
The bulk of the mass treated does not affect 
tne result. We cag treat the plate fora 
man-of-war or the casting for a mammoth 
cannon as well as a biade for a pen-knife.

arts the experimentai plant in Sanerehe, 
where the sampies tested have been turn 
out, Thomas Meikie of the Meikle Piow coa- 
pany, who bas prepared the metal, has prin- 
cipaliy used common Bessemer steel. The 
grade of the steel before treatment — 
to have no definite or at least invariable in- 
fiuence on the result.

* Although all the practical details and 
possibilities of the process have not been 
fully mastered, yet the chemicat change 
wrought by the bath in the metal is thor- 
oughiy understood,” said Prot.

“Prof. L. B. Kastenbine has made a number 
of analyses of the metal at different stages 
of tne process. He finds that on 
the comoietion of the wrocess 
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metal has assumed an increase of about 
40 percent of carbon’ and has lost sulphur 
and phosphorus. The grain of the steel 
through these changes mes of a homo- 
geneous, fine compactness foreign w the 
common article. Dr. Kastenbine’s analyses 
have made him an enthusiast on the subject. 
But no one can realize the simplicity of the 
process and then its reaily wonderful results 
without believing that another époch-mak- 
ing discovery has been made.” 


THE EXPERIMENTS AT WASHINGTON. 


How the Process Was Discovered—Some of 
the Tests Now Being Made. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 8—(Special.]— 
If certain experiments now being conducted 
with a new process in the treatment of steel 
at the navy yard in this city result as satis- 
factory as the preliminary tests seem to war- 
rant, one of the great probiems of the times 
has been solved. A new epoch in the manu- 
facture of steel for war and many other pur- 
s will be inaugurated. With the enor- 
mous productions and the multifarious uses 
of this metal the world over, there is no one 


subject that can excite more interest than, 


9 material improvement in the process 


of steel manufacture. Up to the 
present time there have been three 
chief processes of making steel, known re- 
spectively as the crucible, open hearth, and 
Bessemer processes. Fortunes have been 
made through these methods of making it 
valuable-metal; and fortunes and minds lost 
in efforts to improve upon them. 

Tne fourth process which is now on the 
eve of making a world-wide reputation is the 
Redemann-Tilford method. Like most won- 
derful inventions the new process is a simple 
matter, and its discovery accidental. The 
inventor is Henry J. Tilford of Kentucky. 
Four years ago whiie engaged in his little 
workshop several of his friends dropped in. 
With true Kentucky hospitality Mr. Tilford 
produced his bottle, anc, to show his friends 
that he was an adeptin the art of punch-mak- 
ing, prepared a: drink which necessitated a 
‘red hot poker. This instrument, after being 

used, was carelessly turown down and into 
a small pan of glycerine, which the inventor 
been using in some of his experiments. 
After the departure of his guests Mr. 
Tilford, having’ use for the poker, picked 
it up from the pan of glycerine, and being 
attracted by a change in its appearance 
found upon examination that what was pre- 
viously a common iron or steel poker 
of soft material was transformed into 
a metal so hard that chise! and hammer 
would scarcely affect it. Andthus he gained 
his first clew to a new mode of treating steel, 
which was foliewed up until the system was 
perfected and a company organized for put- 
ting it in practical operawon. 
* ESTING FOR ARMOR PLATES. 

The process as recently pateated, and as it 
now stands, consists simply of a liquid with 
sal ammoniac and giycerine as its com- 
ponent parts, into which steal of low 
or svft grade, after being heated to 
a red heat, issubmer ‘and allowed to cool. 

The tests that are in progress at the 
‘Washington navy } i are upon a much 
larger scale and for tne purpose of a wider 
development of the uses of the new ma- 
teriai than any heretofore conducted. 
In. the ordinary commercial. pur- 

s it has been shown by’ tests of 
disinterested experts to be asuccess. The 
tesis now being made havea direct bearing 
on the question of armor plates. The com- 
pany and the Navy Department believe it 
better adaptea for this purpos® than any 
other known material. . 

The experiments of naval experts at home 
and in ail foreign countries have resulted in 
the conciusion that the only armor that will 
resist the shots of the modern high power gun 
is that with a hard front and a soft elastic 
pack. The elaborate trials abroad Curing 
the last year demonstrated the Cammel 
compound plate to be the superior of all 
other pilates tried. To make a Cammell plate 
it is necessary to weld a high standard plate 
to a low. grade, @ process surrounded by 
more or less uncertainty. and great 
expense.. By the Tilford process the pre- 
liminary tests made today indicate that 
stee! plates can be hardened on oneside to a 
depth of at least three inches while the other 
remains soft and elastic. A plate about six 
inches in thickness and three feet square 
was subjected to the salamoniac-glycerine 
bath togay. The process of treatment was

Coroner Quinn is of the epinion that the 
body has been operated upon by professional 
men,@ theory sustained by the evidence. 
But he is at a loss to account for the carved

in @ remote quarter. The remains were

taken to the morgue, where ihe Coroner 
will hoid them as long as possible for identi- 
fication 

But one plausible theory has been ad- 
vanced. It will be remembered that a bloody 
row occurred at a Swede picnic at Bass Laxe 
something over a year ago.

words, that the limitations, of 
language and the aisabilities of human infirmity 
were not miraculously removed from those who 
were chosen as the channels of divine revelation. 
It has been seen that different parts of the Bible 
are of different value, and that much of the mare 
teaching of the Old Testament represents an in- 

fase of enlightenment and stands far be- 
ew. This, indeed, is no more 
than what wastaught by Christ himself, when 
he spoke of the polygamy ‘which 1s sanctioned 
in the books of Moses as a thing inherently ob- 
jectionable, and only permitted to the Jews be- 
cause of the hardness of their hearts. 


The elaborate details of cne ceremonial law, 


which are still sometimes appealed to as though 
they were all delivered among the thunders of 
Sinai and contained in them something essentially 
divine, were rudely swept aside by St. Paul as 
‘‘weak and beggarly elements,” and by the 
writer of the Epistie to the Hebrews as a decay- 
ing system which was ready to vanish away— 
as things shaken and removed, weak and un- 
profitabie, carnal and incapable of a any- 
thing perfect; as mere carnal ordinunces relat- 
ing only to meats and drinks and only im- 
posed till the time of reformation. More- 
over, modern criticism has made it 
at least doubtful whether much ofthis ritual, 


which is being made an excuse for modern inno-* 


vations, was Mosaic atall. The Old Testament 
can no longer be quoted and appéaled toin the 
uncritical, unhistoric, and indiscriminate way to 
which we have been so long accustomed. 
PREACHING DOESN'T SETYLE BRVERYTHING. 
Mankind has been slow tolearn the lesson; 
but the preacher who in these days thinks it nec- 
essary—as was done by arecent commentator— 
to institute a parallel between Jael and the Vir- 
gin Mary to defend the human sacrifice offered by 
Jephthah, to treat siavery as a divine institu- 
tion, torefer acts of atrocious cruelty to the di- 
rect command of the All-Merciful, and to main- 
tain the mghtedusness of wars which ended in 
the wholesale and cold-bloodea massacre of in- 


nocent women and children—such a preachere 


may revel in the admiration of young ladies and 
religious cliques, but he puts himself out of 
court when he claims to impose his crude igno- 
rance and shifting morality upon the consciences 
of wise and thoughtful men. Again. the science 
of biblical criticism has made an immense 
advance in the last fifty years. The fact thata 
man is a clergyman gives him no right whatever 
to pronounce an opinion on such questions as the 
dates of various Psalms, or the authenticity of 
Daniel, or the time at which this or that prophet 
wrote, or whether the whole books of Isaiah and 
Zechariah were written by single autoors, or the 
Mosaic origin of the Book of Deuteronomy, or 
the genuineness of the Second Epistie of St. 
Peter, or of the last twelve verses of st. Mark. 


If he has well-matured opinions on these 
subjects,.. based upon thorough inquiry 
and not upon tte supposed sacrea- 


ness of a tradition which in bundreds of 
instances has been proved to be not oniy fallible 
but even absurd, by all means let bim say bis 
say. Butevon then he is bound todo so with 
modesty, and with the frank admission that 
many who know ten times more of the subject 
than himself have come to conclusions different 
from his own. 

The tone adovted by some preachers—who 
would fain usurp the title of orthodox—upon 
these points of dispute, is thoroughly repre- 
hensible. They assume that the results of 
the newer criticism are the consequence 
of something which they call ‘**unbe- 
lief; and they stigmatize them, not as 
the resuit of intellectual mistake, but as 
the fruit of moral perversity. The unbelief and 
the moral perversity rest rather with themselves 
when they substitute idle denunciation for serti- 
ous argument, and think that anathemas will 
serve for refutations. He is an unbeliever, he is 
morally perverse, who refuses to recognize the 
truths revealed tous by the widening light of 
knowledge, and who turns the Bible into a sort 
of fetich or teraph. whose utterances—picked out 
here and there to support his own views, and in- 


' terpreted exclusively in the une sense which he 


chooses to put upon them—he substitutes for the 
witness of the spirit and the voice of God. A 
preacher is not bound to adopt the conclusions of 
modern critics, whether Germanor English; but 
what he is bound to do is to abstain from de- 
nouncing them until he bas fuily and fairly 
studied the grounds on which they rest, to ab- 
stain from confounding questions of criticism 
with questious of religion, an¢ above all to ab- 
stain from the uncharitabie folly of casting in- 
sinuations upon the good faith of those who bold 
them, and who can advance strong arguments 
from history and philology in favor of their views. 

Nor is it less necessary fora modern preacher 
to observe that, though the few great funda- 
mental truths of Coristianity remain unchanged, 
there are multitudes of religious opinions which 
in no sense belong to the essential gospel, but 
are unauthorized accretions toit. A man miay, 
as we have seen, have particular opinions about 
the inspiration of Scripture; but, seeing that the 
church has never attempted to define either the 
nature or limits of inspiration, he has no right to 
excommunicate those who do not share his pri- 
vate interpretation. 

So, too, all Christians alike believe in the re- 
demption of the world by our Lord Jesus Christ; 
but as to the method and philosophy of the 
atonement, and the manner in which the saecri- 
fice of Christ affects the mind of God, there bave 
in all ages been the Widest differences. The 
forensic theory, the doctrine of satisfaction, the 
doctrine of vicarious punishment, the doctrine 
ofexact substitution, and many others have 
been defended in huge volumes of theological 
subtiety. A preacher can preach these therories 
if he holds them, and many preachers have 
preached them in such away as to alienate 
the hearts of thousands. They have insisted 
on errors so revolting as a representation of 
God the Father as remorseless and God the Son 
as pitiful. They have portrayed a Deity who is 
not to be appeased except by the anguish of the 
innocent, or one whose attributes are in a condi- 
tion of chronic antagonism to each other. But 
no preacher has any Warrant to impose his 
special theology upon his hearers as though its 
rejection involved the crime of apostasy from 
revealed truth. 

Christ revealed to us the blessings of his life 
and death in their effects on the souls of man; 
he did not reveal them—it would probably have 
been beyond our capacity to grasp them—from 
the point of view of their relation to the divine 
will. All that we are told is only sufficient to ex- 
clude the faise and revolting deductions in 
which systematic theology has often reveled. 
Nothing is more plainly taught us than that the 
incarnation and the entire redemptive work of 
Christ were due to the love of the Father no less 
than to that of the Son. Many views of the 
atonement which were once accepted are now 
seen to be incompatible with that which God 
himself has made known tv us; and preachers 
should learn, as educated hearers have long 
learned, to discriminate between the wheat of di- 
vine revelation and the immeasurable chaff of 
human theories and systems, 

The article asa whole is one of the most 
extraordinary which has yet appeared from 
the pulpit side in the memorabie case of 
Science vs. Religion, and coming from a man 
of Archdeacon Farrar’s ability and high 
standing,it is bound to make «a sensation. 
Some home truths are told plainly, but it.is 
doubtful whether they will be relished by 
the brethren who have heretofore been so 
fierce in attacking the revelations of science 
and so eager to set themselves up as authori- 
ties on both the iaw and tne evidence, 


“Dry” Laws in Ohio and Iowa. 

Milwaukee Seniinel: The majority of the peo- 
ple in a Republic are going to do pretty much as 
they please todo. The idea that a law can en- 
force itself or that it can be enforced against a 
majority is not entertained by men of well-bal- 
anced minds. Neither is the idea that the ex- 
pression of a sentimentin statutes leads to the 
conversion of the majority in favor of that senti- 
ment. The history of the development of law 
shows that only such laws are widely efficacious 
as are the expression of the majority or at least 
are not strongly opposed by any great proportion 
of the people. The officials who attempt to en- 
force a law thatis obnoxious to a large and in 
fluential number will inevitably be displaced, no 
matter how admirable and moral the law itseif 
may be, 

The attempt to enforce the Sunday laws in 
Cincinnati is the cause of the Democratic gain of 
nearly 14,000 in Hamilton County. More than 
half the Democratic gains were in the towns of 
Columbus, Dayton, Akron, and Cincinnati. A 
majority of the voters of Cincinnati were op- 
posed to the enforcement of the Sunday laws 
and took this means of protesting. That is all 
there is to the Ohio election, 

It is equally clear that the sentiment against 
prohibition is responsible for the result in lowa. 
A majority of tne people of that State were in 
favor of the prohibition amendment, but they 
have become dissatisfied with the operation of 
the law. Itis found to be inoperative in the 
cites, and the expense of attempting to enforce 
ithas been frightful. In Scott and Dubuque 
Counties no attempt is made to enforce the law 
and the anaual cost of criminal prosecutions is 
$9,000 and $4,000, respectively. In Poik County, 
With the same population, where it is claimed 
that prohibition is enforced, the cost of criminal 
prosecutions last-year was nearly $43,000. After 
Six years’ experience, the people of lowa find 
that in the towns just as much liquor ts sold as 
before, but under less control, and that the cost 
of liquor prosecutions has added greatly to tax- 


ation for the payment of which there is 
no revenue from the saloons, In Des 
Moines there wete sixty saloons and 
twenty-two drug-stores before the law 


was passed. An examination of the court records 
Shows that search warrants have been issued 
against 400 different persons since the law was 
passed. Either a great many persons are selling 
liquor or false accusations have been made 
against @ great many persons. Anyhow it is 
clear that the people of Iowa are not satisfied 
witD prohibition as it works. Mr. Clarkson, the 
editor of the Des Moines Aegister, has been ar 
ardent supporter of prohibition. He deciares 
that “this year’s results are in the main simply 
increased evidence of the indisposition of the 
American people to accept prohibition.”

Of the seven thousand and odd ‘manipu- 

lators of the typewriter in Chicago, at least 

eight out of every ten will be ‘achild of our 

Grandmother Eve, a female; or, for tay more 

sweet understanding, a woman.” 

Where, indeed, shall one go where the 
typewriter is not! 

How. came 80 many to iearno! 

Presumably because the art is easily 
obtained. Pretty steady and solid practice 
on a typewriting machine for three or four 
months ought to qualify any bright girl 
for ordinary work. By ordinary work 
I mean the transcription of notes, for almost 
every typist is a stenographer also. To write 
on the machine from dictation requires more 
rapidity, and therefore a greater amount of 
practice. . 

Girls learn to operate the machine in much 
less time than do their male contemporaries. 

Why so? 

Partly because the work is particularly 
adapted to the capability feminine. It en- 
swiftness rather than profundity, 


tails 

smurtness than penetration. In all 
branches of codperative study girls 
outstrip the boys atitirst. They 


have quicker personal d'scernment and 
keener intuition. A woman’s subtle tact en- 
ubles her to see each entity by itself, where 


a man’s sustained logic fails. 

To every woman another weighty argu- 
ment in favor of typewriting is tne odor of 
respectability wnich surroundsit. The asso- 
ciations are apt to be good, Aggregated 
knowledge is positive, be it commercial, le- 
gal, or journalistic. No quick-witted - girl 
can coustantly receive dictation on any one 
branch without becoming more or less fa- 
miliar therewith. The wider the scope of 
the employer the better the chance of im- 
provement for his amaanuensis. 

This is a point worthy of more considera- 
tion than is frequentiy accorded it. 

HER HOURS AND MODE OF LIVE. 

The woman typewriter goes to work at 8 or 
9 o’clock dnd quits atSor6é. She has a com- 
fortable chair and desk of herown. She is 
able to dress neatly, and is rarely over- 
worked. She earns—— 

Ab! there’s the rub! 

Her salary is not that of a pontiff. If she 
be a typewriter only, and engaged on com- 
mission at a commercial agency, she will run 
the gamut of $6 to $l2a week. If she ison 
salary it will probably be from $ to $10. 

Sne is nearly always a stenographer, how- 
ever. That increases her value, even though 
her knowledge be a matter of hearsay, the 
employer preferring to save time by dictat- 
ing for the typewriter. The starting salary 
is usually $10 a week. From this the fair 
stenotypist frequently reaches to the alti- 
tude of $75 a month, seldom more, unless she 
1s especially proficient and useful. An ex- 
perienced amanuensis willearn even $15 a 
week to begin on, with the prospect of a 
“raise,” but such positions are unhappily 
rare. 

And so, too, are the good writers. The 
stenotypist is not an unqualified success. 
At any agency, school, or office you will bear 
the same story—the inefficient education of 
applicants. Aspirants for stenographic fame 
are too ready to believe that the abil- 
ity to make potcrooks and hangers 
with. requisite speed and _ transcribe 
them into common, every-day Engiish 
is all at is required. Orthography 
and punctuation are overlooked. The resuit 
is that the average business-man, having en- 
dured badiy spelt and still worse punctu- 
ated letters for a week or so, dismisses his 
typewriting angel with emotions anything 
but angelic. The unfortunate girl, feeling 


‘she has been badly used, drifts from place 


to place, and employers at length come to 
condemn all typewritists with more robust 
vigor than elegance. 

o, a knowledge of correct spelling and 
ready punctuation does not w on every 
tree. Thisis the Scylla and Charybddis on 
which so many young operators go to pieces. 

The standard must be raised higher before 
the flotsam and jetsam of typewriters out of 
empioymeat is to be done away with. It is 
an undeniable fact that there are always 200 
orso of amanuenses out of work in Chi- 


cago. 

Somebody asks: “How do the typewritists 
live?” 

Many have comfortable homes. They have 
chosen the work because it is ladylike, agree- 
abie, and less arduous than teaching or 
clerking. Those who hold the best positions 
and command the largest salaries are usually 
They get more because 


them onward to capability and excel- 
lence. The girls who are dependent 
upon their own exertions and -draw 
smail salaries have to undergo aijll 
the horrors of “scrimping.” They seek 
qut an abiding place in unfashionable local- 
ities among the working classes, where 
board can be obtained for $3aweek. They 
eat a slice of bread and butter, and an’apple, 
washed down by a draught of lake water, 
for luncheon. They walk several miles to 
economize on car fare, and realize heiplessly 
that the wear and tear of shoe leather more 
than compensates. They do their own 
washing and mending at night, and Sun- 
days don a supercilious air and snub the 
neighbors because they are notin the sphere 
of an amanuensis. .

John L. Mitchell Suggested for Governor~

MiLwavker, Wis., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—

ing Ohio and Iowa they are even thinking it 
may be possible to carry Wisconsin next tall, 
and the managers are already casting about 
for an available candidate.

In add, 
tion to the possession of a large amount of 
ready money, coupled with the disposition to 
spend it liberally for his own gratification—q 
trait of character that is usually found mm 
those who isherit instead of earning large 
estates—Mr. Mitchell has always had a taste 
for farming, and for many years “ bis talk 
has been of bullocks’”’ rather than of polities, 
He is at present President of the State 
Agricultural Society, a position that he is 
likely to hoid for some time to come, and 
which has made him ‘‘solid’’ with the 
Grangers. * A)though he is President of ong 
of the. strongest banking institutions in the 
West, that fact does not injure him with the 
farmers, who have never considered him @ 
monopolist, much less an aristocrat, but they 
feel inclined to forgive him for the sina of 
being rich, because, like poor Topsy, he wag 
porn that way and couldn’t help it.

teaching English. The taxpayers are howl 
ing because tne German in the public schools 
of Milwaukee now costs the city over $3408 
annually, and there is now a demand that it 
be increused to over $50,000 per annum by in- 


creasing the time given to German and by. 


adding to the number of high-priced Germaa 
teachers. A few statistics under each head 
will show the present*status of the dispute. 


In the English classes in the sixth grade: 


statistics showed that the average numver of 
pupils in a class to be 41, while in the German 
it was 28. In the seventh grade the numoér 
of pupils in German classes ranged from 8 
to 18. In the sixth grade there were th 
classes with 14 eacb, one with 15, and one 
with 34. In the second grade the numbers 
in German classes were 33, 29, 28, 13, 16 
and 25. Thus it was shown that a German 
teacher was assigned to a class of only 13 
pupils, while the smaHest English class had 
40 in the same schoois. A teacher in Eaoglishi 
was compelled to teach 66 pupiis for a 
month, while a German teacher received 
$1,100 a year for teaching 15 pupils. 
Germaa teachers are now receiving $800 to 
$1,000 a year and special assistants 40 Ww 
$650, while class teachers receive from #00 
to $600 awear, except in the three hignest 
grades, where they receive $650, $700, and 
$000, respectively. Milwaukee is te only 
city in the Union that pays tne Germas 
teacher higher than it does the English, and 
it is therefore the only city in the Uai 
States that puts this humiliation upon the 
English teacher. In the last six yeurs the 
increase in cost of schools in Milwaukee has 
been 66 per cent; that of non-German 0 per 
cent and that of German 9) percent. The 
present average salaries of all teachers other 
than German, including superintendents, Was 
$641; the average in the eighth grade Was 
$581, and tne average salary paid to all Ger 
man teachers was $679. The figures illustrate 
ana define the grievance of the English teach- 
ers, and the taxpayers are growling because 
ot the rapidiy-growing expense. In 1886 the 
cost of German instruction in the” city 
schools was $19,700, or $1.67 per capita, aa 
increase of 32 per cent, while in the teach 
ing of English the increase was only 6% pet 
cent. Indianapolis pays $9,000 per annum 
for teaching German; Detroit, $000; St. Paul, 
$15,000; Buffalo, $11,000, and in Brooklya, N. 
Y., the third city in the Union, the Ge 
teachers received only $3,000 hast year. Kaa- 
sas City bas corralled all German teaching ia 
her High School, and St. Louis, though com 
taining a large German population,.bhas bane 
ished it from her public schools entirely. 
The fight is very pretty as it stands, being 
greatly stimulated by the German newsp® 
pers for the reason that their circulation 
pends upon the prevalence of the knowledg@

Of course in holding thus unswerved the 
even tenor of his way, Mr. Hamerton has in- 
curred the criticism of both parties. He says

I have at least written with the most sincere 
desire to be impartial, and that perhaps at the 
¢ost of some popularity in England, for certain 
English critics have told me that impartiality is 
pot patriotic, and others have informed me of

ferthe French to my oWn countrymen. .. 


That of a 
writer is above all things to tell the truth and 
pot deceive his countrymen, even when they 
wish to be deceived. : 

(Hamerton’s English is usually so perfect 
that one cannot resist the temptation to carp 
at this passage: Which is it, the “kind” or 
the ‘‘service”’ which “is above all things to 
teil the truth’’?) 

So he is set down as “‘a Laodicean, blow- 
jng neither cold nor. hot,” and thus threat- 
ened by both-parties with the unpleasant fate 


‘adjudged (in Reveiation, ii, 16) to the un- 


fortunate Laodiceans. Even his transatlan- 
tic audieuce is apt to grumble when it finds 
that neither the French nor the English are 
held up to our scorn and derision. We like 
such siurs as that of Matthew Arnold: ‘* The 
French are at present vowed to the worship 
of the great goddess, Lubricity,” and are 
rather sorry when Hamerton smites Arnold 
hip and thigh and puts him to the edge of the 
sword in regard to this damning charge. On 
the other nand, when Hamerton scores a 
late French writer who says that English- 


. men at dioner, after the ladies have retired, 


talk indecently about them, and finish by 
ing to bed drunk themselves, we are 
tile displeased by his contradicuon, and only 
partly consoled ‘by his setting down the 
whole story-asan sliustration of how clumsily 
the French he when they set about it; how 
much less artfully than the English lie, 
though so tar more frequently ! 
- As in life, so in Hamerton’s book, nothing 
is quite so good or ‘so bad as it might be. 
Neither is auything so strictly national that 
it nas not its simulacrum in the other. 
Franée, at the ciose of the 18th sgt & 
beheaded its King, soon fell imto the rule 
of a military dictator, and then returned to 
monarchy, notin tne old royal family, but in 
one‘aliied to it. The same identical series of 
things had happened in England 150 years 
rlier. Engiand began sooner, but has 
progressed siowly; France vegan later, but 
has overtaken and passed her neighbor—for 
a_time—but today the British crown exists 
only by act of Parliament. Both Govern- 
ments are parliamentary — * cameral ’’— 
the English House of Commons being abso- 
lute, while the French is restrained by a 
written constitution.

In both countries the leading intellects are 
nostic in respect to revealed religion.

European Schools, 

Most instructive books seem to come in the 
form of aseries. The latest volume of the 
“ International Education Series,” edited by 
Prof. W. T. ‘Harris, is a treatise by L: R. 
Kiemm, Ph. D., on European schools.* Under 
the modest title of ‘‘WhatI Saw in the 
Schools of Germany, France, Austria, and 
Switzerland,” the writer has massed to- 
gether @ great number of facts from whicn 
instructors in this country may derive vaiu- 
able hints. the book is especially adapted 
for this purpose from being in - many 
cases an exact transcript of lessons 
really given on the topics under discussion 
in the schools of the various countries vis- 
ited. We are enabied to see in what respects 
—and they are many—the best foreign meth- 
ods are superior to our own. The author 
pays particular attention to industrial meth- 
ods in teaching. It is evident tnrourhout 
that the pupil is expected, as far as possible, 
to discover truth for himself, the teacher 
only directing him in the quest. Tne author 
gives Many serviceable plates showing the 
aids given to pupiis in their studies, as well 
as some of the results obtained, especially in 
drawing, wood-carving, etc. 3 

The whole tendency of the book goes to 
show that teaching, particularly as practiced 
in Germany, is taken up as a profession by 
those who enter it, and not as a makeshift. 
This being the case, it follows that teacners 
will be better prepared for their work and 
the education they bestow will be more thor- 
ough than if the business of teaching is used 
only asa stepping-stone to something else. 
The author is by no means a universal ad- 
mirer. Where he sees reason to criticise he 
does so unsparingly, butin every country he 
sought out only the best institutions. His ob- 
jectis not to compare them with ours or 
with one another, but to reporton whatever 
We may incorporate with advantage into our 
own school system. Thisis done with the 
fairness of an impartial observer, combined 
with the patriotic enthusiasm of an Ameri- 
can professor. Every teacher in our country, 
whether engaged in private or public school- 
teaching, would do well to makea careful 
study of this work. (New York: D. Apple- 
ton & Co.) 


“Opening the Oyster. ” ‘ 

This is astory of adventure by Charles L. 
Marsh. All the author attempts is to while 
away pleasantly a few idie hours, and for 
such a purpose the book is well adapted. It 
1s the story of the adventure of two young 
Americans who make a contract with a pa- 
per, agreeing to start from New York with- 
out any. money or valuables, to visit forty of 
the principal cities of the world, and to write 
100 letters, describing their adventures. If 
this is aécomplished and they return 
within five years they are to _ have 
$10,000. ‘They fulfill their part of the 
bargain amidst hair-breadth escapes and 
thrilling adventures, falling in with a band 
ot incredibly clever and ubiquitous brigands, 
who pursue them over the globe. The jour- 
nalists climb the highest mountains and 
traverse tne most raging seas, always witha 
brigand or two at theirelbows. After all 
this they return to New York and rout the 
robber band and one of the tfavelers mar- 
ries the chief’s lovely daughter and the 
other probably marries somebody else, and 
they settie down to enjoy their fortune, their 
domesticity, and their well-earned repose. 
We close the book witha sigh to think that 
we belong to a world where if we hung by 
our eyelids over the edge of a Rocky Mount- 
ain precipice we should inevitably drop down, 
ending the tale then and there, and that if 
we should dig a thousand years in an Aus- 
tralian gold field we shouid not find a chunk 
of gold producing a whole fortune to assist at 


the round-up; and that should we ever meet . 


a band of briganas so crafty as these chey 
would not be so stupid that they would not 
will us over and over if they tried as did 
theese to kill tne travelers. (Chicago: A. C. 
McClurg & Co.)

An admirable introduction to the study of 
Chaucer is found in the volume entitled 
‘‘Chaucer’s Canterbury Tales, annotated and 
accented, with illustrations of English Life 
in Chaucer’s Time, by John Saunders.”’ The 
very curious wood cuts are taken from.the 
Ellesmere MS. ‘The fact that Mr. F, J. Fur- 
nivall has assisted in the preparation of the 
book is a guaranty of its excellence. But lit- 
tle of Chaucer’s text is given, most of the 
story being told in the essayist’s words, but 
perhaps this is just as well for persons whose 
taste for Chaucer has yet to be formed. rhe 
only drawback to one’s enjoyment of the 
book lies yn the smaliness of the type, which 
gives tne | doe the air of a cheap American 
reprint.

“The Last Assembly Ball.’ ‘The Fate 
of a Voice.” By Mary Hallock Foote. Like 
most of this writer’s romances these two 
stories are laid in Western scenes. In a lit- 
tle introduction to the first story the 
author says that the Hast generalizes the 
West much as England hasahabit of gen- 
eralizing America, and that, among other 
unsafe assumptions, she (the East) has de- 
cidea that nothing cag be freer and simpler 
than tne social life of the West. The author 
goes on to say that this is far from being the 
case and that no society is so puzzling in its 
relations as one which is yet in the stage of 
termentation.

“Jane Austen,”’ by Mrs. Charles Malden. 
This addition to the “Famous Women” 
series is the memoir of a quiet life spentina 
small, intimate circle of friends and relatives. 
The stirring events of the age, such as the 
French Revolution, and the rise and down- 
fall of Napoleon, do not seem to have dis- 
turbed by even a ripple the still current of 
Miss Austen’s life and writings. It is need- 
less here to testify to her greatness; the fact 
that her books ar@ enjoyed even more now 
than when they were written is ampie proof 
of their quality. She was the forerunner of 
the present so-called realistic style of writ- 
ing. She wrote of the every-day life 
ang the mere commonplace and made it 
interesting. This little biography is 
simply written and deais more with her 
writings than with her life. A writer with 
a little more imagination m:ght have given a 
delightful picture of the brilliant, charming, 
yet retiring girl, and the witty woman. But 
Mrs. Maiden has done her work carefully, 
faithfully, even affectionately in parts, and 
the book is welcome. (Boston: Roberts Bros.) 

Mr. Scudder in bis life of George W ashing- 
ton gives us a history as thrilling and excit- 
ing as any novel, in language which makes 
one think while reading it that it is of new 
material instead of a merely new story of the 
hfe so well known to all. Although it is 
meant for young peopie it will be enjoyed by 
both young ana old. . (Boston: Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co.) 

New Year’s is coming on apace. Here 
begin the calendars. ‘‘The Rainbow Calen- 
dar,”’ compiled by Kate Sanborn, is a volume 
of 365 pages, being a successor of **A Year 
of Sunshbine,’”’ by the same author.

“Off the Weather Bow’”’ is one of a series 
of pictorial eccentricities issued annualiy by 
the publishing firms of all our cities. it is 
@ book of verses about the sea by different 
authors, lavishly illustrated by the process 
of pnoto-lithography. Of tne artist, Kliza- 
beth N. Little, it may be said that her re- 
ligious sentiments do ber more credit than 
her feeble ana often meaningiess drawings. 
Trashy as “‘Off the Weather Bow” is, 14 is 
not as great an atrocity as “ Log-Book 
Notes,’’? which the same author perpetrated 
last winter. Both works may, on account of 
their flat shape, be made serviceable as scrap- 
books. (Boston; White & Allen. 

‘The Sieeping Beauty in the Wood,” illus- 
trated in half tones from wash drawings and 
in aplors by Mr. G. W. Brenneman, is as 
dainty as “Off the Weather Bow” is bad. 
Happy the child who receives such as Christ- 
mas present; the children of the past knew 
nothing of such literary luxuries. This pret- 
ty trifle also bears the imprint of White & 
Allen.

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Mr. Paul B. Du Chaillu is aman of industry 
ana imagination. His explorations in Africa 
and his researches in the field of archmology sutf- 
ficiently testify to his capability of sustained la- 
bor, and his imagination is shown in revivifying 
the dry bones of science and illuminating recon- 
dité subjects. The latter faculty also manifests 


is the one ne has given his latest book, which is 
“The Early History, Manners, and Customs of 
the Ancestors of the English-Speaking Nations.” 
The ancestors, one learns from the preface, are 
the Norsemen. The work is illustrated from an- 
tiquities discovered in mounds and cairns, as 
well as from the ancient Sagas and Eddas. An 
idea of the iabor expended on the book by 
tne author during the iast. eight years 
may be gained from the fact thatin the two fine 
volumes there are no less than 1,306 illustrations. 
Mr. Du Chaiilu nas been indefatigable, for in 
order to gather the data from which he has 
drawn his conclusions he has examined and com- 
pared in the original hundreds of Sagas, from 
which he has taken bits here and there and 
pieced togetiier the present ethnological and 
drchwological mosaic. Although every reader 
may not join in his conclusion that the glory of 
England, the progress of the United States, and 
all the sterling qualities of both nations are de- 
rivable from the fair-haired pirates of the north, 
he will be interested at the evidences of civiliza- 
tion that Mr. Du Chaiilu fas discovered among 
these oldtine adventu and he will be enter- 
tained if not convinged by me plausible argu- 
ments with which the/author sustains his theory. 

Mr. Du Chaillu begins by asking several ques- 
tions: How is it that the spread of the Eugiish 
peopie and language has been so great; why is it 
that English colonists are more energetic, daring, 
and prosperous than their ne:ghbors of otner na- 
tions; and what are the causes that made the 
English so preéminentiy a sea-faring people? 
(The Ameritans, by the way, have no vreat pres- 
tige atseato boast of, but the author ignores 
this fact. He could not be tempted from his dig- 
nified task into a political discussion.) He finds 
an answerto the questions he proposes in the 
history of the race which settled in Britain dur- 
ing and after the Roman occupation. The 
natives of the island had no fleet with which to 
oppose that of the Romans. A love 
of the 6@a Was not developed until the 
earlier inhabitants had been absorbed 
by “a blue-eyed and yellow-haired seafaring 
people” who descended on the island from the 
north. To the numerous warlike and ocean- 
loving tribes of the north, the ancéstors of the 
English-speaking people, we must look for the 
traasformation that toox placein Britain. In 
their descendants we recognize to this day 
many of the very same traits of character which 
these ‘old Northmen possessed, as will 
be seen on the perusal of this work. 
Britain, after a co@inuous immigration 
which lasted several hundred years, became 
the most powerful colony of the northern tribes, 
several of the chiefs of the latter claiming to 
own a great part of England in the seveats and 
eighth centuries. -Atilast the time came whea 
the land of the emigrants waxed more powerful, 
more popuious than the mother country, and as- 
serted her independence, and today the people 
of Engiend, as they look over the broad Atlantic, 
may discern asimilar process which is taking 
place in the New World.” The last sentence 
bears eloquent testimony to the powerful im- 
agination of the author. 

Firm in his conviction that the Norsemen are 
the progenitors of the Eaghsh Mr. Du Chaillu 
proceeds to strengthen his position by a labor 
which would daunt a iess ardent spirit, He goes 
to Ieeland to study sagas or records, of which 
there are hundreds, and all begrimed with the 
smoke of centuries. By reading carefully every 
one he is able to select the passages bearing on 
the various customs of the early Norsemen. He 
then proceeds to gather corroborative testimony 
by ransacking the richly stored museums of 
Denmark, Sweden, Norway, and Russia. It is 
the pictures of the objects there found and not 


the ingenious theories and arguments of the. 


author that give the present volumes their chief 
value, 

There would be little difficulty in accepting 
Mr. Du Chaillu’s views if we could be cer- 
tain, first, that the sagas concern 
themselves with the pirates who visited 
France, Britain, and Ireland from the 
seventh to the eleventh century; and, second, if 
the antiquities which he brings to corroborate 
the records belonged to the Norsemen and to no 
other people. Scandinavia is known to have 
beea settied by an earlier race than the Norse, 
and one that was probably of superior culture. 
The author it will be seen assumes a great deal. 
tis enthusiasm, too, leads him into such extrav- 
agances as comparing the customs of his beloved 
Norsemen with those of the ancient Greeks. 

This northern civilization was peculiar to itself, 
having nothing in common with the Roman 
world. Rome knew nathing of these peopie tll 
they began to frequent.the. coasts of her North 
Sea provinces, in the days of Tacitus, and after 
his time the Mediterranean. The North was sep- 
arated from Rome by the swamps and forests of 
Germania—a vague term given to a country 
north and northeast of Italy, a land without 
poundaries, and inhabited by a great aumber of 
warlike, wild, uncivilized trioves. According to 
the accounts of Roman writers these people were 
unlike those of the north, and we must take the 
description given of them to be correct, as there 
is no archmological discovery to preve the con- 
trary. They were distinct; ome was com- 
paratively civilized, the other was not 

Admitting the superiority of the Norsemen’ to 
the Teutonic tribes, it is, nevertheless, difficult 
to believe that Scandinavia developed such a 
civilization as Mr. Du Chaillu paimts. The de- 
gree of culture which he imagines the Norsemen 
possessed should have developed in them a 
moral sense which would have counteracted to 
some extent their‘abnormal instincts for rob- 
bery and bloodshed. 

Mr. Du Chatiu claims with truth that the liter- 
ature and archmology of the North give us a 
vivid idea of the character and life of the Norse- 
men: 

We can see them in their religious, social, po- 
litical, and warlike life. Wecan follow them 
from their birth to the grave. We see the infant 
exposed to die or water-sprinklied, and a name 
bestowed upon it; follow the child in his educa- 
tion, 1n his sports; the young man in his practice 
cf arms; the maiden in her domestic duties and 
embroidery; the adult in his warlike expeditions; 
hear the clash of swords and the songs of the 
Scaid, looking on and exciting the warriors to 
greater deeds of daring, or it may 
be recounting afterwards, the glorious death of 
the hero. We learn about their dress, ornaments, 
implements, weapons; their dwellings and con- 
vivial halls; their temples, sacrifices, gods, and 
sacred ceremonies; their personal, appearance, 
even to the har, eyes, face, and limbs. We are 
present at their atnletic gumes preparatory to 
the stern realities of the life of that period, 
where honor and renown were won on the battile- 
field; at the revel and the drunken bout; and we 
behold the dead warrior on his buraing ship or 
on the pyre, surrounded by his weapons, horses, 
slaves, or fallen companions who are to enter 
with him into Valballa. 

These Norsemen had carriages or chariots as 
well as horses. Their dress, the splendor of 
their riding equipment for war, and the richness 
of their weapons are often carefully described. 
The spade has developed the history of Scandt- 
navia as it has done that of Assyria and Etruria. 
but in addition the Norsemen had the Saga and 
Edda literature to perpetuate their deeds. 

An investigator not so sanguine as Mr. Du 
Chaillu would mention doubts which are natu- 
rally suggested by the foregoing statements. 
Scandinavia, as already stated, had a race ante- 
rior to tne Norsemen. Iceland itself was settled 
by a mixed race of Swedes, Norse, Irish, Finns, 
and Danes. As for the Sagas, when they are an- 
cient they are obscure, and those that are com- 
paratively modern—i. ¢.: written about the time 
of the Norman conquest of England—contain 
ideas that should not be confusea with old tradi- 
tions. 

Mr. Du Chailiu’s work, while it does not estab- 
lish the glorious descent of Englishmen and 
Americans from the Northern tribes will serve 
purposes- more useful. It will be invalua- 
ble to  archmological students. It will 
excite an interest, too, in Norse literature. 
Many who read the fragments of the Sagas here 
quoted will be anxious to peruse these transia- 
tions that have thus far appeared in our lan- 
guage. As for Mr. Du Chaillu’s imagination, 
which occasionally leads him from the straight 
path of logic, it also gives his book a charm 
which is likely to make it popular. (New York:

A Free Trade Farmer Asks Questions. 


BRISTOL, Ill4 Nov. 6.—-[Editor of The Tribune. } 
—I have read your candid reply to Mr. Ingra- 
ham’s queries on the wooi tariff with great inter- 
est. You bring out clearly certain well-knowr 
facts (generaliy concealed or dealed by speakers 
and writers on your side of this question). The 
facts I refer to are: First, the tariff about 
doubles the price of the same grades of wooien 
goods tothe Amerigan consumer; second, that 
nine-tenths of the workmen employed in pro- 
tected industries are foreigners, 

You argue that it is good policy to compel 
60,000,000 American consumers of woolen cloth- 
ing tO pay twoprces for their goods, to enable 
mill-owners to pay their foreign workmen a high 
rate of wages. 

I beiong to the a class of American pro- 
ducers—farmers, e find ourseives compelled 
to sell the articles we produce, whether grains, 
cotton, or meats, at a free trade levei of prices. 
A$ an instance, our wheat mects the wheat of 
india in the world’s markets and sells in the 
face of that competition. -The market price for 
the entire crop, whether consunied at home or 
abroad, is fixed by the price this wheat brings, 
subjected to the competition of India, Russia, 
Egypt, or the Plata countries, with Australia 
und New Zealand thrownin. These wbeats set 
a@ price on ours. Our labor and capital are beimg 
sold at the same market level of the lowest paid 
labor on the face of the giobe. What is true of 
wheat is true of all the grains ana cotton. Meats 
are no exception to this rule. True, India does 
not enter into the meat contest, but the plains of 
Australasia, the pamvpas ol! South America are 
no less pressing competitors in this branch of 
farm production. n short, the farmers of 
America are paid for theimecapital and labor on 
the oaune basis as the poorest paid labor in the 
wor 

Some of us fail to see the justice of a policy 
which cannot prevett the product of our toil 
sélling at the lowest free trade prices (which 
you admit are necessarily lew), andat the same 
time compecis us to buy the products of other 
men’s toil in a protected market (whieh is, ac- 
cording to your admission. an artificially high 
one); allof this too that the workmen in those 
favored industries (nine-tenths of whom you 
admit are foreigners) may be paid artificially 
high wages. :

avoritism, guaranteeing to one class a certain

Will you kindly point out how this policy can 
be carried out without destroying the doctrine of 
equal opportunity which lies at the basis of our 
liberties?

|So far as the wool duties are concerned it has 
proved impossible so far to repeal or modify 
them because of the opposition of a million wool- 
growing farmers. Whether operatives in the 
woolen-miils are of foreign or native birth they 
are certainly equally entitled to the American 
rate of wages. THE TRIBUNE recognizes the 
rorce of the argument advanced by Mr. Bertram, 
particularly as he states it honestly, and makes 
no concealment of his desire to cut down the 
wages of city and town workmen in the interest 
of the farmers, in order that they may have 
cheaper goods. He should consider,” however, 
not only the foreign market to which he sends 
his surplus wheat and meat, but the home 
market, made up of 385,000.000 of city and town 
consumers, and which take nine-tenths of ail 
farm products. If these classes have their pay 
reduced to the free-trade level they will have to 
buy and consume léss, and there will be a larger 
surplus of wheat and meat to send abroad, which 
must still further depress the foreign price of 
those products. Whether cheaper goods would 
compensate farmers for what they would surely 
lose on account of the impaired purchasing 
power of home consumers if their wages are cut 
tothe free trade-level is a matter which they 
must seriously consider. According to European 
standards American workmen are extravagant 
consumers af such farm products as poultry, 
eggs, milk, butter, vegetables, fruit, etc.. insist- 
ing on an abundance of the best and paying well 
for it. If they were madeto economize and 
live close on small wages how would the 
farmers be affected? Would cheapened goods 
fully compensate the farmers for the decreased 
purchasing power of their city customers’ This 
is the heart of the question, so far as the farm- 
ers and free trade are concerned. One short 
trial of free trade, however, will probably make 
the city people solid for high protection, when 
they experience its effect on their wages and 
salaries. }

The clearances of wheat and flour from the At- 
lantic seaboard yesterday were large. They in- 
cluded 300,000 bu from New York, 225,000 bu from 
Baltimore, and 56,000 from Moatreal. New York 
reported 64,000 bu wheat and 68,000 bu corn taken 
yesterday for export, part of the wheat being for 
Leith. The receipts of wheat in Liverpool dur- 
ing the last three days reported were 440,000 bu, 
of which only 32,000 bu are credited to Atlantic 
ports of the United States. 

It was alleged that nobody now wants to buy 
wheat on the regular market so long #s there is @ 
chance that the grading ,will be ordered to be 
changed in the interest 0 the bears. But on the 
other side it was claimed that such a change in 
the rules as is asked for would enhance the sell- 
ing value of ail the wheat that is now rated as 
No. 2 here, and that no alteration of the grades 
would invalidate already eXisting contracts be- 
tween members of the board. A great many men 
in the trade agree that it would not be advisable 
to resolve on such a change as is asked for, unless 
it be so ordered several months ahead of tne 
time it actually goes into force. "The narrowing 
of the difference between the prices for Decem- 
ber and May to 3\4c may be accepted as an indi- 
cation that there was more fear of the change 
appiying to the more remote month than to the 
nearer one,
